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OLD OFFICERS TO RETIRE 
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THE ARMY BILL PASSED WITH THE 
RETIREMENT CLAUSE. 

ALL OFFICERS TO BE RETIRED WHEN 64 
YEARS OLD—VAIN EFFORTS TO EXCEPT 
GENS. SHERMAN AND SHERIDAN—PRO- 
POSED REDUCTION OF RATES OF POSTAGE. 

Wasnrneoton, June 6.—Aftera prolonged 
@ebate on the Army Appropriation bill to- 
day, most of it directed to the compulsory re- 
tirement clause, the bill was passed, making 
the retiring age 64 years. It makes no excep- 
tion in behalf of the General or the Lieuten- 
ant-General of the Army. The contest be- 
tween the Senators who were in favor of ex- 
cepting Gen. Sherman, and those who wished 
also to except Gen. Sheridan, was not al- 
together a party division, nor was it a 
contest which excited unqualified admiration. 
Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, was extremely 
anxious to have the General of the Army ex- 
cepted. When he pressed his amendment in 
committee, Mr. Hale proposed to amend by in- 
cluding the Lieutenant-General. Before this 
amendment was disposed of, an exception pro- 
posed by Mr. Maxey in behalf of the Profes- 
sors in the Military Academy was adopted. 
Mr. Williams, who is not a young man, but 
who assured Mr. Logan that he felt as if he 
had ‘*‘20 years of solid fighting in him yet,”’ 
thought if there was to be any lopping 
off in the Army, it had better be done at 
the other end of the line by cutting off some 
of the young men, This was probably dis- 
tasteful to the gallery, filled with a part of 
that idle horde of Army officers who lounge 
in the capital. So also, probably, was his 
ridicule of the Army, which had almost as 
many officers as men—so many Officers, in fact, 
that nothing could be found for them to do. 
** Let them go to plowing,” suggested Mr. Far- 
ley, glancing up at the gallery. Mr. Hale’s 
amendment was put to a yote and was 
adopted—29 to —Messrs. Butler and 
Cockrell being the only Democrats who 
voted yea. This vote did not please 
Mr. Logan, who did not want anybody ex- 
cepted, nor Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, who 
esoly favored Gen. Sherman as an exception. 
The amendment as amended by Mr. Hale was 
rejected by a vote of 19to 33. An amendment 
offered by Mr. Logan, continuing the current 
pay and allowances to the Genera] of the Armv 
after his retirement, was approved. Mr. Plumb 
pressed his amendment authorizing the enlist- 
ment of 1,000 short-term men for border war- 
fare, but it was ruled out as not germane. 

When reported to the Senate all the amend- 
ments adopted in Committee of the Whole 
were approved in gross. Mr. Davis, deter- 
mined, if possible, to secure exemption for 
Gen. Sherman, again offered his amendment. 
Mr. Hale also offered his, and made a littie 
speech tosupportit. Again there was a vote, and 
once more Mr. Hale’s amendment was approvad 
by a vote of 29 to 22%. Once more Mr. Davis 
was annoved, and he made the motion to lay 
on the table his amendmert, and the motion 
prevailed—yeas 34, nays 18. The bill was 
then passed by a vote of 42 to 11. 

During the morning hour in the Senate Mr. 
Davis, of West Virginia, introduced a resoju- 
tion, which was adopted, inquiring for infor- 
mation as to the practicability of reducing 
letter postage to 2 cents and newspaper post- 
age one-half, and at the time increasing mer- 
chandise rates. Hesaid he had been assured 
by one of the Postmaster-General’s assistants 
that the Post Office Department would proba- 
bly be more than self-sustaining this year, and 
that the condition of its business would 
warrant a reduction of postage rates. 
Mr. Ferry, for the Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads, stated that the com- 
mittee had considered the subject and were in 
favor of a reduction of the letter rate from 
3 to 2 cents, while they were favorable to the 
abolition of the postage on newspapers. He 
announced that the committee had agreed to 
recommend a postal card with flexible flap. 

Mr. Beck endeavored to get up _ his bill to 

unish over-certification of checks, but failed. 

ie gave notice that he should persist in calling 
it up every day until scme action was taken 
npon it. : 

The Printing Committee having reported the 
resolution calling for the publication by the 
Government of the record of the trial of Gui- 
teau, it was found that it would cost $25,000. 
The resolution was indefinitely postponed, Mr. 
Jones, of Florida, suggesting that if the 
trial wes as important as had been represented 
private enterprise would take hold of this re- 
port and publish it.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 6, 1882, 
The President has recognized William Rob- 
art Hoare as Second British Vice-Consul for 


the States of New-York, Delaware, New-Jer- 
sey, Rhode Island, and Connecticut. 

Treasurer GilfilJan to-day mailed checks for 
$3,692,058, being the principal and interest 
upon bonds already presented for redemption 
under the one hundred and twelfth call, which 
matures to-morrow, 

A dispatch from Commodore Luce, com- 
manding the training squadron, announces 
that the Portsmouth and Saratoga have arrived 
at Spithead, England, from Plymouth, and 
that the former will have to undergo repairs 
at that port. 

The Patent Office to-day issued 412 regular 
patents, 11 designs, 6 reissues, 15 certificates of 
registration, and 7 certificates of registration 
of labels. ‘he receipts from the above source 
were $15,002. This is the largest weekly issue 
ever made by the office. 

Mr. White, of Kentucky, persisted to-day in 
demanding immediate action on the Ways 


and Means Committee’s report on the bonded 
spirits bill. He accused Mr. Kelley of making 
pn untrue statement and had lively colloquys 
with that gentleman and the Speaker. The 
latter overruled Mr. White’s demands, and 
finally ordered the Sergeant-at-Arms to force 
bim to keep order. 


The statements made by Mr. J. W. Le 
Barnes in relation to the bestowal upon land 


grant railroads of more land than they were 
entitled to, which have been published in THE 
Times, have at last attracted attention in the 
House, where the Public Lands Committee has 
reported a resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Interior for the facts. Tae resolu- 
tion was adopted to-day. 

During the debate on the General Defiviency 
pill in the House to-day, Mr. Cox excited the 


wrath of Mr. Sparks, who claimed that the 
New-York member had misrepresented him. 
Mr. Cox denied this, and asserted that Mr. 
Sparks was neither big enough nor in a proper 
frame of mind to say anything to him. *‘ That 
is nonsense, you little scamp,” retorted Mr. 
Sparks, and there the matter dropped. 


The House Committee on Elections to-day 
disposed of the Alabama contested election 


case of Smith against Shelley by the adoption 
of a resolution which declares that Mr. Shelley, 
the sitting member, is not entitled to the seat, 
and recommends that in consequence of the 
death of the contestant the seat be declared 
vacant. Mr. Jones, of Texas, (Greenbacker,) 
voted with the Republicans on, the adoptiog of 
the resolution. 

An exhaustive report was made to the 
House to-day in response to Mr. White’s reso- 
jution intimating that undue haste and influ- 
ence were used in passing the Bonded Spirits 
bill. The report denies that the bill was 
passed hastily and says that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue made no suggestions ex- 
cept when asked to do so by the committea 
The recommendation is made that Mr. White’s 
resolution be laid on the table. 

The House Committee on Commerce to-day 
decided to recommend the passage of Mr. 
Townsend’s bill to establish a board of Com- 
missioners of inter-State commerce as a bureau 
of the Interior De ent. The committee 
piso agreed upon a favorable report on Mr. Van 
Voorhis’s bill to regulate immigration. The bill 

rovides that there shall be collected a duty of 

cents for each and every passenger not a 
sitizen of the United States who shall come by 


vessel from a foreign port to any port within 
the United States, the duty to be psid to the 
Collector of Customs. Section 4 of the bill 
provides that all foreign convicts, except such 
as have been convicted of political offenses, 
shall be sent back to the nations to which they 
belong and from which they came.

In the House to-day resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted, on motion of Mr. Kasson, 
declaring that Congress, in connection with 
the people of the United States, has received 
with profound grief the tidings of the recent 
death of the Italian patriot Gen. Garibaldi; 
expressing a high appreciation of his loyalty 
and unselfish patriotism, his love of human 
rights and his devotion to principle; avowing 
the sympathy of the United States with tne 
friendly nation which has been tbus bereaved, 
and requesting the President to cause a copy 
of these resolutions to be communicated te the 
Government of Italy.

SOUTHERN BOURBON METHODS. 


THE MEANS ADOPTED TO PREVENT A FAIR 
ELECTION. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., June 6,—Attorney- 
General Brewster’s timely and unequivocal in- 
structions to United States Marshal Blythe 
have caused a halt in the revolutionary pro- 
gramme of the Bourbon managers, and Depu- 
ty Marshals are now allowed to remain within 
registration precincts, though the State Super- 
visor will insist upon the right to place both 
Supervisors and Marshals in such positions as 
suit him. The fojlowing is the full text of the 
instruction received over the wires: 


A. Blythe, United States Marshal ; 

The Marshal and his general and special depu- 
ties, chosen under sections 2,021 and 2,022, in the 
city of Charleston, have full authority to enter 
and remain in any room where registration is 
going on in order to support and protect Super- 
visors of Election in the discharge of their duties. 
You will consult with the United States Attorney 
and use all means at your command to support 
and protect your general deputies, and also all 
deputies chosen under section 2,021, and to pre- 
vent their arrest inthe lawful discharge of their 
duties. Any State or city ofhcial (see section 5,522) 
who obstructs, hinders, prevents, or interferes 
with any Supervisor or Marshal in the discharge of 
his duties under the law, or any person who ad- 
vises such State or city officer to obstruct, prevent, 
or interfere with such Supervisor or Marshal in the 
presence of the Marshal or his general deputies, or 
of the Supervisor or Supervisors must be Instantly 
arrested without process. You are referred to 
sections 2.022, 5,512, and 5,522 Revised Statutes 
United States

State Supervisor Horsey was arrested four 

times for ejecting Deputy Marshals from re- 


gistration precincts, and once under section 
5,506 for hindering and preventing colored 
men from registering. He was placed under 
$2,000 bends for each offense by Col. Wallace. 
‘*Boss’”’ Ferguson, one of the most disreputable 
politicians in this State, and ‘‘ Joe” Barnwell, 
a Brand-street lawyer and Chairman of the 
County Democratic Committee, became his 
bondsmen. A warrant has also been issued 
for the arrest of Barnwell for counseling the 
State Supervisor to resist Federal authority. 
Trial Justice Edding’s action, in binding 
over Gen. W. N. Taft without the slightest ex- 
cuse for his conduct, shows to what length the 
Bourbon understrappers will go to bring Re- 
publicans in the State courts. Mr. Taft’s sole 
offense consists in protesting against the dis- 
crimination and unfairness of the State Super- 
visor, who registered white men as fast as 
they could enter the precinct, while several 
hundred eolored men were kept in line in a 
broiliag sun for many hours. Of course, Mr. 
Taft will be tried in the State court now in 
session here, and as Judge Aldrich, who direct- 
ed the jury to bring a verdict against the Re- 
publicans accused of whipping a colored Demo- 
cratin Orangeburg, presides, the result is not 
doubtful. There was no evidence needed to 
convict the victims of Bourbon hatred in 
Orangeburg, and none will be necessary to 
convict Mr. Taft. The Trial Justice deemed 
Mr. Taft’s remonstrance against Bourbon in- 
justice sufficient ground on which to bind 
im over, and Judge Aldrich will consider it a 
a great enough crime to fine him $1,000, the 
penalty for interfering with a State Supervisor.

A BILL FOR REFRESHMENTS

COST OF LIQUORS AND CIGARS FOR 
THE YORKTOWN GUESTS. 

NEARLY $7,000 EXPENDED ON ‘‘ RUM AND 
TOBACCO’ BY THE CONGRESSIONAL COM- 
MITTEE—THE ITEMIZED ACCOUNT AS 
PRESENTED TO THE HOUSE—THE WHOLE 
AFFAIR DENOUNCED AS A JUNKETING 
EXPEDITION. 

Wasninaton, June 6.—During the de- 
bate upon the General Deficiency bill in the 
House to-day a paragraph relating to the ex- 
penses of the Yorktown Centennial Commis- 
sion was the subject of some interesting re- 
marks. The deficiency to be supplied by the 
bill is $32,328. Against this item Mr. Holman 
raised a point of order that the debts in 
excess of the appropriation had been contract- 
ed by the Congressional Committee without 
authority of law. Hedeclared that the trip to 
Yorktown had been only a junketing ex- 
cursion, and that the committee ought to pro- 
duce a bill of items. Mr. Hiscock maintained 
that the Nation was bound to entertain its for- 
eign guests in proper style, and that it would 
be in bad taste, to say the least, to publish to 
the world an account of all the expenses of the 
entertainment. Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, then 
sent up to the Clerk to be read an itemized ac- 
count of the goods furnished by the firm of R. 
W. & H. L. Smith. These supplies were used, 


it is said, on the steamer between this city and 
Yorktown and at Yorktown. The bill is as 
follows:

This bill bears the signature of John W. 
Johnston in approval, and is understood to 
have been paid out of the $40,000 heretofore 
appropriated and expended, and is not in- 
cluded in the amount which Congress is now 
asked to appropriate. Mr. Cobb had it read 
for the purpose of showing how the former 
appropriations nad been expended. Mr. Ding- 
ley, ot Maine, protested in the nameof his con- 
stituents against the disyraceful manner in 
which the money had been used.

Mr. Tucker replied: ‘“‘If we had let them 
drink their health alone we would have been 
blackguards and not gentlemen.” Mr. Mills 
said he presumed Mr. Tucker did not wish to 
** readjust” this debt, ‘* No,” said Mr. Tuck- 
ker, ‘we have nothing to do with readjust- 
ment on this floor.’? Mr. Springer said he 
was informed that there was a_ free 
bar fiand free drunk on_ the steamer 
that went down the river. Mr. Martin, of 
Delaware, warmly protested against this state- 
ment and denied that it was correct. He 
claimed that the money had been properly 
expended in view of all the circumstances, 
and that Col. Corbin, of the Army, had made 
judicious contracts on behalf of the Centennial 
Committee. Mr. Robeson, of New-Jersey, 
also defended the committee and approved its 
management and expenditures. The purchase 
of wines was entirely appropriate in view of 
the customs of the Nation’s foreign guests. 
The Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Updegraff, of Iowa, overruled the 
point that the expenditures were not author- 
ized by the law which authorized the commit- 
tee to entertain the foreign guests. Mr. Cobb 
moved to strike out the appropriation, but 
only two or three members voted with him, 
and the House ee to consider other sec- 
tions of the Deficiency bill. An evening session 
was held, but final action was not reached.

IN DEFENSE OF GEN. BRADY. 
a 
AN ATTEMPT TO EXCUSE THE STAR ROUTE 
CRIMES, 

WasHIneaTon, June 6.—Judge Jeremian 
Wilson, one of the three lawyers who directly 
represent Gen. Brady and W. H. Turner in 
the star route cases, made an opening address 
for his clients to-day, and had not completed his 
remarks when the court adjourned. He will 
be followed by Judge McSweeny, of Ohio, in 
behalf of John W. Dorsey and ex-Senator 
Dorsey. In the beginning, he asserted 
that from day to day there had 
gone out in the press garbled, un- 
fair, and untruthful accounts of transactions 
in the star service, which had tended to pre- 
vent a fair and impartial trial. He showed 
that the number of star routes had increased 
from 8,003 in 1876 to 9,863 in 1880, and asserted 
that it would be utterly impossible for any 
man in the office formerly held by Gen. Brady 
personally to attend to the details of the busi- 
ness. He could not inspect every petition and 
application. 

Following Col. Bliss’s statement, he asserted 
that Congress marked out the routes ; that they 
were demanded by the growth of the cvuuntry 
and the military posts, and that it was wise to 
advertise for few trips and slow service, and 
then let the testimony of the people show where 
changes were needed. Taking up the depart- 
ment bulletin, he declared that the department 
now, under an honest Administration, was 
making such increases as had been condemned 
by the prosecution. Brady had only obeyed the 
laws of Congress and regulations of the de- 


partment in paying for expedition in propor- 
tion to the number of horses and men. ow 
could he find out whether a contractor’s sworn 
statement was truthful or not? Was he to 
telegraph to a cowboy orafarmer? Taking 
up the record of the Bismarck and Fort Keogh 
route, on which the annual pay was raised 
by Brady from $2,350 to $70,000, he 
pointed ‘to the original sworn statement 
of the contractor, Miner. If this had been ac- 
cepted, the pay would have been raised from 
$2,850 to $160,000 per year. Brady had 
**jewed’”’ the contractor down to $70,000. Mr. 
Wilson held that if he had been-a con- 
spirator he would have accepted the ong 
nal statement and allowed $160,000, ) 


reduction to $70,000 showed that he was 
not a conspirator. Brady had _ followed 
and kept within the law. He had been 
instrumental in improving the law by recom- 
mending that allowances for expedition should 
be limited to 50 per cent., and that sub-con- 
tractors should be protected by the filing of 
their sub-contracts. He could not be punished 
for having made mistakes or for having been 
imposed upon. The prosecution must show 
that he had arbitrarily and wantonly exer- 
cised his power with the gh core of defraud- 
ing the Government. if statements were 
presented showing to him that increase 
and expedition were needed, he could not re- 
fuse to grant the request on the ground that it 
would cost too much, but he must put on the 
additional trips and increase the speed, what- 
ever might be the cost. Judge Wilson repeat- 
ed the assertion that the press had teemed 
from day to day with abuse of his 
client and had persistently withheld 
the truth about him. The truth had 
been hidden and had never been disclosed 
until now. Inthe course of his address he in- 
timated that the defense would summon Gen, 
Sherman and prominent Senators and Con- 

ressmen to prove its case by showing the 

oundation of the recommendations made by 

these gentlemen. 

Judge Wilson took some of the routes speci- 
fied by Col. Bliss, and endeavored to show how 
the topography of the country and other cir- 
cumstances made the service difficult and cost- 
ly, and to explain away the statements made 
by the prosecution in relation to them.

If any of these petitions or 
recommendations had been improperly pro- 
cured, his client did not know it.

ies lean 
ALL INTEREST IN THE PLATFORM TO BE 
ADOPTED TO-DAY—GREAT ANXIETY. 

Cotumsvus, Ohio, June 6.—The Republi- 
can Convention which assembles in this city 
to-morrow promises to be one of the largest 
gatherings of the kind held in many years. 
The interest in the candidates to be nominated 
is very small, there being only three nomina- 
tions to be made—a candidate for Secretary 
of State, Supreme Court Judge, and member 
of the Board of Public Works. For Secretary 
of State the usual custom will be ad- 
hered to and the present incumbent, 
Charles Townsend, will be nominated 
by acclamation. For Supreme Court Judge 
there are two candidates, Judge Doyle, of 
Toledo, and Judge Caldwell, of Cleveland. 
The nomination of the former seems quite 
probable. For member of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works there are three candidates, includ- 
ing the present incumbent, Mr. Fullerton. It 
is urged against this gentleman that he was 


one of the board at the time young Newburgh, 
by means of raised vouchers, swindled the 
State out of $20,000. The great interest lies 
in the construction of the platform, especially 
the temperance plank. On this question there 
are quite as many opinions as there are dele- 
gates—some favoring the indorsement of 
the principles of the Pond bill, although 
it has been decided unconstitutional. Others 
are in favor of passing a resolution cen- 
suring the Legislature for not complying 
with the instructions of the cenvention of last 
Year, which were to submit the question of 
license to a vote of the people of the State. 
The more conservative element, those who sin- 
eerely deplore the disastrous political effect of 
the temperance legislation of last Winter, and 
which has developed into such huge propor- 
tions, believe the most wise thing to do will be 
to ignore totally all reference to those meas- 
ures and merely submit the same proposition 
that was incorporated in the platform one year 
ago, and which was wholly disregarded by 
the Legislature. It seems quite probable that, 
should too strong indorsement of the temper- 
ance measures be insisted upon by the radical 
temperance delegates, the German vote will 
be lost to the Republican Party. The resolu- 
tions will also contain a warm and glowing 
tribute to Gen. Garfield and his Ad- 
ministration, as well as strong’ indorse- 
ment of the pees Republican Con- 
gress and the Administration of President 
Arthur. It is generally conceded that Gov. 
Foster’s handiwork will appear in the resolu- 
tions. There is a general feeling that the reso- 
lutions adopted by the convention to-morrow 
will virtually settle the contest of next Octo 
ber, anda feeling of nervousness is apparent 
on all sides, Jest an error be made. A number 
of Ohio Congressmen have arrived and are 
using their best efforts to harmonize the vari- 
ous conflicting élements. State Senator Hol- 
lingsworth will be the temporary Chairman, 
and it seems quite likely that ex-Gov. J. D. 
Cox will be the permanent President of the 
convention. 

CINCINNATI, June 6.—The proceedings of 
the Republican State Convention at Columbus 
to-morrow will be watched with great interest 
by members of both parties in this city, and 
yet, anxiously as the result is awaited, there is 

ardly a thought of thenominations, For the 
first time in years the platform is the thing of 
absorbing interest. It is that which will 
be scrutinized and not the character 
of the nominations. There are several points 
which must be touched upon by the platform 
that are of more than usual interest. One of 
these will be the measure of approvai that is to 
be given to the Arthur Administration, and 
another arises from the growing importance 
of the tariff question. But the point of absorb- 
ing interest will be the temperance plank 
among the certain breakers upon which the 
Prohibitionists would drive the Republican ship 
on one side and the Germans would drive ber 
on the other. There is thought to be a narrow 
strip of sea which will afford reasonably safe 
sailing. There will be hot heads in the Con- 
vention, representing both of the discordant 
elements of the party, and grave fears are ex- 
pressed in this city to-night that the conven- 
tion will fail to take a middle course, and, as a 
consequence, fail to secure party unity. 

The fear is also expressed that Cincinnati 
will be set down as lost beyond all hope of re- 
covery, and the disposition will therefore be 
to pay no attention to what is wanted in this 
corner of the State, dnd the effort made to 
carry the State at the next election by strength- 
ening the party as much as possible in the 
country districts. While it is possible that 
the State ticket might be saved by 
the adoption of such a policy, there are am- 
bitions party leaders in Cincinnati who would 
be hopelessly buried, and they and their fol- 
lowing cannot be expected to look with favor 
upon a course that requires such a sacrifice. 
But granting that such a course should be 
shown to be the only way to save the 
State at the coming election, it mav 
still be doubted. whether it would be the 
wisest course to follow. Another time the is- 
sue may be of a very different character, and 
astrong Republican majority in Cincinnati 
may be needed quite as much as it was when the 
Greenback idiocy was put down. Such a pos- 
sible contingency makes it important to the 
State at large that the party should be kept 
in good —_ here, and the talk to-night is 
that it will be a great mistake if that consider- 
ation is forgotten by the convention.

THE REPRESSION OF CRIME 


IRISH AMENDMENTS VOTED DOWN 
BY THE COMMONS. 
THE DEBATE ON THE BILL RESUMED—MORE 
CLAUSES PASSED—THE RELEASE OF THE 
‘* 8USPECTS’’ DENOUNCED IN THE HOUSE 
OF LORDS. 

Lonpon, June 6.—In the debate on the 
release of the ‘‘suspects’”? in the House of 
Lords last evening, Lord Cowper, who was 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland when the Irish 
members of Parliament were released, said he 
had only signed an order for their release after 
obtaining an understanding that his action 
was considered a mere matter of official 
routine. He had been so_ astonished 
at the telegram ordering their release that 
he had at first hesitated to credit it. He 
believed that the opinion of the educated 
classes was against the release, as the sudden 
manner in which it was effected gave the mat- 
ter the appearance of a complete surrender to 
disorder. After the Marquis of Salisbury had 
asserted that a compact existed between the 


Government and the released members, and 
Lord Granville had denied the existence of 
such a compact, the motion of the Marquis of 
Waterford for the correspondence in connec- 
tion with the release of the ‘suspects’? was 
withdrawn. 

In the House of Commons last night, in com- 
mittee on the Repression bill, Sir William 
Harcourt, Home Secretary, consented to in- 
sert provisions assuring a prompt trial, caus- 
ing the Judges for the Special Court to be 
selected by ballot instead of being appointed, 
and obliging the Judges to state the reasons 
for conviction in open court. 

The House of Commons, in committee, re- 
sumed the consideration of the Repression bill 
this evening, taking up clause 3, which 
prescribes the manner of the constitution of 
the Court of Criminal Appeal. Mr. Redmond 
moved an amendment providing that in 
questions of fact the determination of 
an appeal shail rest upon unanimity 
of the Judges. The amendment was 
rejected by a vote of 216 to55. Sir Wilham 
Harcourt, Home Secretary, replying to Mr. 
Healy, said the Government were willing to 
insert a provision to assist poor prisoners who 
wished to appeal. The third clause was passed 
by a vote of 82 to 29. The fourth clause, pro- 
viding that persons guilty of intimidation shall 
be guilty of an offense against this act, was 
then taken up. Mr. Healy moved an amend- 
ment requiring that in cases of intimidation 
the persons aggrieved shall complain. Messrs. 
Dillon and Parnel supported the amend- 
ment. Sir William Harcourt opposed the 
amendment, and it was rejected by a vote 
of 219 to 27. During the debate Mr. O’Kelly 
referred to an address of Mr. Forster’s as an 
infernal speech. Mr. O’Kelly was compelled 
to withdraw the expression and to apologize. 

A correspondent at Longford telegraphs 
that the harvest prospects in Counties Long- 
ford, Westmeath, Roscommon, and Kings are 
excellent. Rents are being paid everywhere. 
A reduction about equivalent to that made in 
the Land Courts is being universally granted. 

An official return shows that the number of 
outrages reported to the Irish Constabulary 
during May was 396, including 2 murders, ex- 
clusive of the Phcenix Park affair. 

LIVERPOOL, June 6.—Michael Davitt made 
a speech here to-night, and was received with 
great cheering. He condemned the Land act, 
the Repression bill, and especially tae aboli- 
tion of trial by jury.

THE FOES OF THE KHEDIVE. 
ARABI PASHA’S PARTY DETERMINED TO BE 

REVENGED—THE CONFERENCE DELAYED. 

Carro, June 6.—Arabi Pasha, replying 
to the request of the Sultan to stop the con- 
struction of earthworks at Alexandria, states 
that the work was not undertaken with the 
object of strengthening the fortifications, but 
only to effect repairs, and was carried out 
with the idea of calming the natives, who were 
becoming excited by the menacing attitude of 


the squadrons, He says the early withdrawal 
of the squadrons will tend to tranquillize the 
natives. 

Trustworthy advices have been received 
from Constantinople that Herr von Hirschfeld, 
the German representative, after an audience 
with the Sultan to-day, informed Lord Duf- 
ferin, the British Ambassador, that the Sultan 
would sustain Tewfik Pasha loyally and ener- 
getically. Lord Dufferin suggested that the 
conference hold a formal sitting and then ad- 
journ until the termination of Dervisch Pasha’s 
mission, 

A meeting of the military leaders has been 
held at Arabi Pasha’s house, at which it was 
decided to observe an expectant attitude until 
Dervisch Pasha, the Turkish Commissioner, 
discloses the Sultan’s intentions. Should the 
Sultan attempt to maintain Tewfik Pasha in 
power the military party are resolved to 
wreak vengeance ou the Khédive, even at the 
cost of their lives. 

VIENNA, June 6.—The Presse says, in view 
of the circular of Said Pasha hoping that the 
idea of holding a conference will be abandoned 
owing to the departure of the Turkish Com- 
missioner for Egypt, the powers are hesitating 
whether they shall allow the conference to 
drop altogether or postpone its meeting. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The Times says for the 
moment the conference on Egyptian affairs, 
though neither abandoned nor indefinitely 
postponed, has been pushed into the back- 
ground by the action of the Porte.

TWO MEN IN ILLINOIS WHO DO NOT FEEL 
THE SLIGHTEST UNEASINESS. 

Cuicaco, June 6.—Relative to Congress- 
man Farwell’s candidacy for the United States 
Senatorship next Winter and his alleged at- 
tempt to pack the Republican State Central 
Committee in his interest, Gov.

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 6.—The semi-weekly 
crop reports to the Pioneer-Press indicate that the 
clear, cool weather of the last week has been gen- 
eral throughout the North-west. Wheat is growing 
finely. In the northern part of the State it is about 
four inches high. In the south it is further ad- 
vanced. Corn is still backward, on account of 
cool weather, but is growing well. In the southern 
part of the State rye and barley are heading out. 


Farmers living in the new counties are said to be 
busy breaking grouna for next year’s crops. A dis- 
ee from Crookston. the principal point in the 
ower Red River Valley in Minnesota, says the 
weather Is clear and cool; very favorable for 
crops; farmers finished seeding 10 days ago, and 
wheat is up and looking healthy and strong. The 
report from Belvania, one of the new stations, says 
farmers finished seeding about two weeks ago: 
early sown wheat is up about four inches; weather 
cold, but clear and favorable for crops; 
breaking has commenced, and the increase 
of acreage for next season will te fully 50 
percent. A report from Nankato, the most im- 
portant point in the Minnesota Valley. says small 
grains are looking well: wheat is prospering the best 
for years, although not so large a crop has been 
planted as in preceding years; corn is backward 
on account of cool weather. A repert from the 
Black Hills branch of the Sioux City Road sa 
wheat, oats, barley, and corn are looking weil; 
farmers are busy sowing flax, most of which will 
be sown this week. The following is from Lemars, 
an important agricultural point in Northern Iowa: 
** Weather very favorable; rye and barley headed 
out; all small grain doing exceedingly well; gophers 
doing some damage to growing corn; farmers try- 
ing to exterminate them.”

PACIFIC RAILWAY GRANTS 


REPORTS ON THE TITLES TO UN. 
EARNED LANDS. 

A REVIEW OF THE NORTHERN PACIFIC CASE 
—NO ADVANTAGE TO BE GAINED BY 
DECLARING THE LANDS FORFEITED— 
THE CASES OF THE SOUTHERN ROADS 
DIFFERENT. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Mr. Reed, from the 
Committee on the Judiciary, submitted to the 
House to-day a long and carefully prepared report 
upon the land grants made to the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company to aid in the construction of its 
road, and the legal rights of that corporation in 
relation to such grants since its failure to fulfill 
the conditions of the granting acts. The report, 
which is chiefly devoted to the consideration of 
purely legal questions, quotes in full the various 
acts relating to the subject and to the organiza- 
tion and operation of the road, and says: “ By 
the terms of the original act the road 
should have been completed July 4, 1876. 
By joint resolutions approved May 7, 1866, 
and July 1, 1868, such changes were made as to 
time of completion that the Secretary of the In- 
terior on June 11, 1879, held that the effect of them 
was to require the completion of the road by July 
4, 1879. Whether this was the exact date or not, 
it is sufficient to say that the time for completion 
has now expired beyond question. Eleven hun- 
dred and eighty miles of the road have been com- 
pleted. On the western side it is finished from 
Puget Sound to the western boundary of Montana, 
and on the eastern side from Lake Superior to 
Montana. About 600 miles remain to be built. 
These figures we understand to refer to the main 
line. Under the provisions of section 3 of the act 
of July 2, 1864, the land was granted. Under those 
of sections 8 and 9 the conditions were imposed. 
The important granting words of section 3 are as 
follows: 

“ And be it further enacted that there be and hereby 
is granted vo the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
* * * every alternate section of public land. 

“The conditions in full are as follows: 

“Src. 8 That each and every grant, right, and privi- 
lege herein are s0 made and given to and acceptea by 
said Northern Paciile Railroad Company upon and 
subject to the following conditions, namely, that the 
said company shall commence the work on said road 
within two years from the approval of this act by the 
President, and shall complete not less than 50 miles 
per year, and shall construct, equip, furnish, and com- 
plete the whole road by the 4th day of July, 1876, 

“Src. & That the United states make the several 
conditioned grants herein, and that the said Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company accept the same upon the 
further condition that if the said company make any 
breach of conditions hereof and allow the same to 
continue for upward of one year, then in such case, 
at any time hereafter, the United States by its Con- 
gress may do any and all acts and things which may 
be needful and necessary to insure a speedy comple- 
tion of the said road. 

“Upon this state of facts your committee are 
called upon to state their opinion asto the legal 
rights of the United States, and to advise what 
legislative action, if any, ought to be taken. The 
legal effect of the sections quoted above is tomake 
& present to the company of the lands in question, 
subject to the provisions and conditions stated in 
sections 8 and 9 The sections, taken together, 
vest inthe company an estate upon conditions 
subsequent. If section 9 had not been enacted it 
would be quite elear that the estate of the com- 
pany would have been determinable at the pleas- 
ure of the United States on the happening of any 
one of three things—first, a failure to begin 
the road in two years: second, a failure 
in any one year to build 50 miles, and, 
third, a failure in 10 years to build, equip, and com- 
plete the whole road. To secure this right of for- 
feiture it was not necessary to mention it in the 
act. The words ‘upon condition’ were the only 
words needed. They are as patent as if the words 
had been added *And if these conditions are not 
fulfilled the land shallrevert to the United States.’ 
But the severity of the words in section 8 Congress 
had a perfect right to modify. It had arignt to 
say just what should be the effect of a breach of 
the conditions of the grant. It could rest its re- 
served rights on the words ‘upon condition,’ and 
then the legal effect would be to retain 
the right of revertiter, or it could claim 
that right in so many words, as was done 
in all the railroad grants made to States. Instead 
of either of these things Congress enacted section 
9, limiting and defining the effect ot a breach of the 
By that limitation 
the sole right which remains in the United States 
at the present time is the right, by its Congress, to 
do any and all acts which may be needful and ne- 
cessary to insure the speedy completion of the 
road. Of course, this still leaves to Congress a 
wide range of power, but its power is necessarily 
subordinate to the speedy completion of the road, 
If Congress deems the forfeiture of the lands 
needed forthe speedy completion of the road, it 
j It might 
give them to another company, or sell them and 
apply thse proceeds, provided it adjudged 
such a course ‘needful and necessary to 
insure the speedy completion of the road.’ 
The purposes and intentions of Congress. in pass- 
ing the act of July 2, 1864, appear throughout all 
the act to be the speedy completion of the road. 
Every provision has that in view. All the limita- 
tions and conditions are to that end, and the limi- 
tations of time had that purpose only. Even the 
right to amend and repeal is subject to the same 
controlling desire.”’ 

The report then quotes section 20 of the Granting 
act, which reserves to Congress the right, ‘at any 


time, to alter, amend or repeal the act,” and con- 


tinues as follows: * The United States did not 
want back its lunds. It wanted a great public 
thoroughfare across the continent, and it took 
every precaution to insure its comple- 
tion. The remaining question, therefore, for 
us to consider is: What is needful 
and necessary to insure the speedy completion of 
the road’? As has been already stated, 1,180 miles 
of the road have been completed, 600 miles or less 
remain. Work is goin’ on at the interior termini 
and on the tunnelsin the heart of Montana. * * 
* The company assert that by September, 1883, 
they will finishthe road. * * * Notestimony or 
suggestion to the contrary has been made by any 
one. Your conitnittee do not see how the transfer 
of the lands to another company could hasten the 
completion of the road, nor would it be regarded 
as advisable forthe Government to complete the 
road by its own direct action. Congress would 
hardly regard either course as needful and neces- 
sary to insure the speedy completion of the road. 
We can conceive of no legislation which would 
basten the completion of the road, and therefore 
recommend none.” 


Mr. Reed also submitted an elaborate report re 
specting lands whieh have been granted to rail- 
roads in Southern States. In this report the com- 
mittee adopt the rule of advising the forfeiture of 
such grants as have not been in any way utilized; 
and in conclusion says: ** Where. after a long lapse 
of time, no attempt has been made to earn the 
grant, it has seemed as if it should be withdrawn. 
While this rule seemed to the committee the only 
one which could be adopted, they think ft right to 
add that the State of Mississippi has passed reso- 
lutions asking the extension of the grant in aid of 
the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, and that 
representations have been made to us_ that 
parties were ready to build the road. While 
no evidence has been presented to us which would 
justify us in accepting the Gulf and Ship Island 
Railroad out of the forfeiture, yet we understand 
that the question of extension or renewal is now 
pending before the Committee on Public Lands, to 
which the evidence has been submitted. If such 
evidence should justify a new grant individual 
members of your committee, whiie agreeing to this 
report, reserve the right to act as the evidence may 
indicate.” 

The report is accompanied bya bill which de- 
clares forfeited the lands granted to the following 
railroad companies: Elyton and Beaver's Bluff, in 
Alabama; Memphis and Charleston, Savannah and 
Albany, New-Orleans to the State line, and the Iron 
Mountain, in Arkansas. The bill restores the 
forfeited lands to the public domain, subject to 
_ disposition, and settlement under existing 

aws. 

The report submitted by Mr. Butterworth, from 
the Pacific Railroad Committee, relative to the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad Company, shows that the 
company, since July 7, 1866, has made no payment 
to the Government on account of the cost of sur- 
veying, selecting, and conveying the Jands granted 
to it; that on Jan. 1, 1872,1t had taken out patents 
to only 888,772 acres in Kansas, and had not paid 
the cost of survey and conveyance on 4,116,228 
acres; that the survey of the public lands in Kan- 
sas Was completed in 1875 by and at the expense 
of the United States; that the cost of surveying 
the unpatented lands of the company tn Kansas was 
$61,545, and the cost of selecting $38,310, making 
a total of $99,855, (apart from the cost of convey- 
ance,) which the committee say has unquestionably 
been due to the United States by the company 
since 1875. ‘There is no reason, the report says, 
either in law or equity, wny the Kansas Pacific 
Railway Company should not he compelled to pay 
this sum, which has been wrongfully withheld 
from the United States for at least seven years. 

In connection with the general subject of the in- 
debtedness of the Pacific Railroad companies, the 
committee report that the provisions of the Thnr- 
man or Sinking Fund act of May 7, 1878, are not 
applicable to the Kansas Pacific Railroad, the 
Sioux City and Pacific Railroad. and the Central 
Branch of the Union Pacific Railroad, and they 
therefore recommend such an amendment to the 
Tpurman aet as will compel the payment by those 
companies to the Treasury of the United States of 
afund with which to meet their United States 
bonds on maturity. In accordance with previous 
recommendations of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, they also suggest that the Thurman act be 
further amended s0 as, first, to extend the time for 
the settlement necessary to ascertain the amount 
payable from one month, as it is now, to three 
months; second, to make the settlements and pay- 
ments semi-annual instead of annual, and, third, 
to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to 
transfer mopeys now in the Treasury and 
due said — to the sinking fund.

THE ASSASSIN OF GARFIELD. 
ANOTHER MOTION IN HIS BEHALF DENIED 
BY JUDGE WYLIE. 

Wasuineton, June 6.—In the Criminal 
Court, this morning, Mr. Reed, counsel for Guiteau, 
after apologizing to Judge Wyllie for interrupting 
the important trials now in progress, proceeded, 
with the consent of the court, to read a motion 
that the record and judgment in the case be 
amended so as to show that President Garfield did 
not die in the District of Columbia, as set forth in 
the indictment and judgment. Mr. Reed said that 
he was pressed for time, as Guiteau was under sen- 
tence of death, to be executed June 30, ana he had 


other motions in view which made aclean record 
necessary. Judge Wylie inquired what he was ex- 
pected todo. Mr. Reed replied that he wanted a 
correct record, It was simply a motion to modify 
the existing record. The District Attorney said this 
same motion had been made before the court in 
General Term, but Mr. Reed indignantly denied 
this, and asked Mr. Corkhill if he was prepared to 
deny his right to have this correction made when 
he knew that it could do the Government no 
earthly harm, and that if denied it would greatly 
embarrass him in his further proceedings. He 
cited a number of authorities in support of his mo- 
tion, and appealed to the court in the name of his 
poor client, who sat looking upon the gallows, to 
amend the record, which he denounced as a lie. 
After hearing some of these authorities read, 
and frequently interrupting the speaker 
to point out their inapplicability, Judge Wylie said 
he was compelled to deny the motion. He did not 
question the power of the court to correct its rec- 
ord, but it was not for nim, sitting in another term 
and having no personal knowledge of the record, 
to undertake to amend it.

Three years ago Edward B. Rogers and John 
Fay, Fulton Market fish-dealers, loaned a woman 
who called herself Mrs. Mary Schoonmaker $5,000 
upon some diamonds which she represented tobe 
worth much more than that sum.

Lynch, a Broadway diumond-dealer, as se- 
curity for an alleged loan. Messrs. Rogers 
and Fay soon found them to be worth 
much less than they had loaned upon them, They

She then sued Rogers 
and Fay, in the Supertor Court, for false imprison- 
ment, claiming $20,000 damages. his action is 
now on trial before Judge Arnoux anda jury.

The second of the series of games of base- 
ball for the championship of the American College 
Association between the nines of Yale and Dart- 
mouth Colleges was contested or the Polo Grounds 
yesterday afternoon, and resulted in a second vic- 
tory forthe Yale men.

A double play. in the fifth 
inning, by Parker and Partridge was the best piece 
of fielding of the game, and evoked great applause 
trom the spectators, which were few in number.

It provides against damping of any descriptioa in 
the waters of the port of New-York. When any 
dredging is done the dredgings must be removed 
and deposited above water mark or behind a buik- 
head, or taken out to sea and dumped in deep 
water at least one mile beyond the Sandy Hook 
bar. The owner or lessee of any slip, basin, or 
shoal which is being dredeed. and all persons en- 
gaged in removing and transporting the dredgings, 
shall jointly and severally be fined the sum of $5 
for every cubic yard removed and not disposed of 
in the manner required by this act.

hold his certificate. The order referrea to wag 
subsequently granted, but there is nothing thereig 
contained that will prevent the Attorney-General 
from moving to vacate the charter after the Super 
intendent has reported as to the results of hisip 
vestigation.

Masons of the State of New-York met in its one 
hundred and first annual communication yester- 
fay afternoon at the Masonic Temple. There was 
a very full gathering of grand officers and repre- 
tentatives, and the large ball in tho Temple was 
trowded to its utmost capacity. At 2b. M, R. W. 
Edward M. L. Eblers, Grand Marshal and Acting 
Grand Secretary, called the assemblage to order, 
announced that the Grand Master and the officers 
of the Grand Lodge were about to enter, and gave 
he nsual instructions for their reception accord- 
Ing to the usages of the craft. Immediately 
after the Grand Lodge _ officers, headed 
by the Grand Marshal, marched into the hall tothe 
music of a grand processional march composed 
expressly for the occasion by Brether George W. 
Morgan, the organist of the Grand Lodge, who 
presided at the organ, The grand officers were re- 
ceived with the honors due their station. Brother 
William Castle, of St. Cecile Lodge, No. 568, sang 


a beautiful opening ode in astyle that drew forth ! 


the applause of the assembled brethren. The 
Grand Lodge was then opened in ample form 
with the usual caremonies, and after proclamation 
by the Grand Marshal the session was declared 
teady for business.

Grand Master Taylor read his address, reviewing 
at length the events of interest tothe cratt during 
the past year. He referred in fitting terms tothe 
Seath of a number of distinguished Masons which 
bad occurred in this and other jurisdictions since 
the last session of the Grand Lodge. Among those 
whose services in behalf of the fraternity 
Were eulcgized were M. W. Stephen H. John- 
son, Past Grand Master; R. W. James M. 
Austin, Grand Secretary; RK. W. David P. 
White, Past District Deputy Grand Master; R. 
W. Cornelius Esselstyn, Commissioner of Appeals; 
R. W. Fraucis De Malignon, District Deputy Grand 
Master; Rk. W. Alexander Wilson and R. W. Charles 
B. Gray, Past District Deputy Grand Masters; M. 
W. Leverett B. Englesby, Past Grand Master of 
Vermont and the representative of the Grand 
Lodge of this State near that of Vermont; R. W. 
George S. Blackie, the representative of the Grand 
Lodge of this State near that of Tennessee; R. W. 
Albert G. Mackey, Past Grand Secretary of South 
Carolina, and R. W. Tracy P, Cheever, Grand sec- 
retary of Massachusetts. The Grand Master also 
alluded in proper terms to the assassination of 
President Garfield, who was a Mason. 

In regard to the condition of Masonry, the Grand 
Master says that during the year the lodges have 
enjoyed a fair degree of prosperity and the mem- 
bership has slightly increased. The number of un- 
afSliations has been less than for several years 
past, and in this connection it is suggested 
that the practice may have been carried 
too far, and should never be resorted to 
except in the case of a brother who _ is 
able to pay his dues and refusestodao so. The 
difficulty between the Grand Lodge of Pennsylva- 
nia and Shakespeare Lodge of this City was re- 
ferred te at length, and the recommendation was 
made that the matter be referred to a special com- 
mittee for consideration, and a like course was 
recommended in several complaints of invasion of 
jurisdiction. The subject of the hall and asylum 
und was then touched upon, and the Grand 
Lodge was congratulated upon a substantial reduc- 
tion of the debt during the year. The interchange 
of representatives between this Grand Lodge 
and the Grand Loége of England was reported 
to the Grand Lodge, with a copy of the corre- 
Bpondence on the sublect. R. W. Albert Gallatin 
Goodal was appointed as the representative of the 
Grand Lodge of England near this Grand Lodge, 
and R. W. Brackstone Baker was appointed the 
representative of this Grand Lodge near that of 
England. The peaceful and harmonious settle- 
ment of the difficulty between the Grand Lodge of 
this State and that of Connecticut. which has 
grown historical asthe “ Webotuck matter,” was 
reported to the Grand Lodge, together with all the 
documents in the case, and the fraternity is con- 
gratulated upon the happy and honorable termina- 
tion of the differences between the two Grand 
Lodges which have existed for nearly 10 years. 

The troubles in the First Masonic District grow- 
ing out of the remoyail of R. W. George W. Clock 
as District Deputy andthe appointment of R. W. 
Samuel C. Seaman in his place were reported in 
fulland with great minuteness of detail. The matter 
was fully published in Tue Times on Monday, and 
|t is therefore unnecessary to reiterate the facts. 
The Grand Master argued that he was simply ex- 
ercising his authority under the constitution, and 
the action of Meridian and Southside Lodges in 
passing resolutions condemnatory of his conduct 
was contumacious and revolutionary. He de- 
nounced the resolutions as slanderous in their 
character and false in their statements. The reso- 
lutions are denounced in the following terms: 
“They are false in their statement that ‘the present 
Grand Master sought and obtained the election of 
Deputy Grand Master on the one-year principle,’ 
forat no time previous to my election to the office 
of Deputy Grand Master or to the office of Grand 
Master did I by word or deed, either directly 
or indirectly, give my approval to the so-called one- 
term principle. [have always regarded this pria- 
ciple us pernicious and detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the Grand Lodge. * * * I believe 
that this state of things is the natural outcome of 
the intense anxiety of individuals to be elected to 
the highest offices of the Grand Lodge, an anxiety 
that will not permit them to wait until by long ser- 
vice their fitness shall be demonstrated and recog- 
nized, but who, regardless of the best interests of 
the fraternity, endeavor to accomplish their object 
by practices until recently unknown in Masonic 
elections. So notorious is this evil and so disas- 
trous threaten to be its consequences that no con- 
Biderations of delicacy should prevent the Grand 
Master from bringing the Grand Lodge face 
to face with an evil which threatens its 
prosperity and continued existence. Any person 
who strives by trickery and intrigue to_foist 
himself upon the Grand Lodge as one of its officers 
is not only unworthy to bea Grand Lodge officer, 
but his presence should not be tolerated as a Ma- 
sop. I have felt compelied to denounce the pres- 
put system of Grand Lodge politics, but in doing so 
I disclaim all intention of referring to individuals. 
Ialso recognize that the necessity of referring to 
this subject involves the necessity of preventing 
my name from being presented to the Grand Lodge 
for re-election, lest J should be charged with seek- 
ing to advance my own personal interests.” 

The announcement made inthe address of the 
Grand Master that he would not bea candidate 
for re-election was a surprise toa majority of the 
representatives. It simplifies the contest and clears 
the way for the promotion of Depvty Grand Master 
Flagler. The contest will, therefore, be between 
Brothers Morrison and Simmons for the office of 
Deputy Grand Master. The candidacy of Brother 
Lawrence was originally intended to tavor Morri- 
son as against Simmons, but yesterday it was 
stated that Lawrence's friends would after a first 
ballot go over to Simmons. The address of the 
Grand Master was referred to a committee consist- 
ing of R. W. Brothers Woodruff, Raymond, and 
Wright for subdivision, and 2,500 copies were or- 
dered to be printed for distribution. 

The report of R. W. John Boyd, Grand Treas- 
turer, was presented. The figures have been already 
printed in Tue Times. From the repo:tof the 
Grand Secretary it appears that there were re- 
ceived during the year $82,334 75 aS dues from 
lodges, $301 for diplomas and certificates, $192 05 
from members of defunct lodges. and $200 for dis- 
pensations for new lodges, making a total of $83,- 
027 80. Una Lodge, No. 773. surrendered her char- 
ter. The report of the Trustees of the Hall 
and Asylum Fund showed that the re- 
ceipts for the year were $90,599 81, 
which, together with a balance on hand 
of $544 17, makes the total receipts $91,143 98. 
The expenditures were $90,952, leaving a balance 
on hand of $191 98. The total indebtedness of the 
fund was on June 1, 1881, $686.317 62, ard on June 
1, 1882, it was $604,686 03, showing a reduction in 
the debt during the year of $31,631 59. The report 
of the Masonic Board of Relief showed that during 
the year 222 applications were received for relief, 
and in 112 cases relief was granted, the amount 
expended being $673 28, or an average of $6 01 
paid to each applicant. :

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AN AMAZONIAN DEFENDANT. 
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LIVELY SCENES IN A WESTCHESTER COUNTY 
COUTRT-ROOM ~—THE SHERIFF DEFIED, 

A litigation of about 18 years’ duration was 
brought to a close in the Westchester County Cir- 
cuit Court, at White Plains, yesterday morning. 
It was acase in ejectment against one Mary Tax- 
ter, an indefatigable litigant, the plaintiff being 
Mr. Willet Bronson. The defendant is the widow 
of Matthew Taxter, deceased, who owned a farm 
of about 100 acres, midway between White 
Plains and Tarrytown. He had given a mortgage 
onthe place for $400 to the late Kobert Coch- 
ran, but his wife had refused to sign it. 
When Mr. Taxter died, the interest on 
the mortgage not being paid, Mr. Coehran 
foreclosed it, and the piace was sold by the 
Sheriff, Lemon B. Tripp, when Mr. Bronson, the 
plaintiff, bid itin for $4,000. This sum was sep- 
arated into three equal parts for Mrs. Taxter and 
herson and daughter. The children took their 
portion, but Mrs. Taxter refused her one-third, 
and decided to keep possession of the property. 
denying the validity of the mortgage which she 
had refused to sign. Consequently, on Aug. 6, 
1864, the Sheriff turned over to the County Treas- 
urer $1,243 83, the share of Mrs. Taxter, for safe 
keeping until she made up her mind to take it, 
This amount remained in the County Treasurer's 
office until Nov, 10, 1880, when. by a court order, 
the Treasurer was directed to pay the accumulated 
interest, amounting to $1,446 10, to her. She 
was persuaded to take this money by her lawyer, 
and by that act virtually acknowledged_the vaiid- 
ity of the mortgage. At this court. Mr. Willet 
Bronson determined once more to try and eject 
her trom the place, and he has at last succeeded, 
Judge Barnard rendering a decision in favor of the 
plaintiff without letting the case go tothe jury. 
The defendant has the reputation of being con- 
siderable of an amazon, and has several times ad- 
ministered corporal punishment to those who had 
incurred her displeasure. As soon as she saw how 
the case had gone she watched her opportunity, 
and, as Mr. Darius Crosby, the counsel of the 
plaintiff, turned around to whisner to a gentleman, 
she planted her fist on his cheek in no gentle 
manner. A scene of great confusion followed, 
which took the court officers some time to quiet. 
The court alsu directed Mrs. Taxter to pay rent for 
the farm which she had been occupying for six 
years past. While passing out of the Court-house 
Mrs. ‘'axter espied Mr. Isaac H. Burr, who had 
been a witness in the case against her. Creeping 
up to him, she dealt him a staggering blow over the 
head with her umbrella, and another wild scene 
ensucd. The Sheriff and his deputies are now 
speculating how they will eject this pugilistic 
woman from the premises. She defies them, and 
they will probably draw lotsto determine which 
of them will execute the order of the court.

TWO OF ITS FOUR TRUSTEES WANT TO WIND 
UP ITS AFFAIRS. 

Differences of opinion having arisen among 
the Trustees of the Pyrolusite Manganese Com- 
pany, two of those officers have petitioued the Su- 
preme Court to dissolve the corporation. Judge 
Lawrence yesterday appointed Mr. Horace UH. 
Chittenden as a Referee to take testimony and re- 
port to the court as to the propriety of granting 
the petition. The time appointed for the hearing 
before the Referee is Sept. il next. The Pyrolu- 
site Manganese Company was organized for the 
purpose of mining, purifying, and selling ores. Its 
principal office is at No. 76 Pine-street in this City, 
but its mining and amelting operations have been 
carried on at Cartersvilie, Ga. It has a Capl- 
tal stock of $100,000, divided into 2,000 shares of 
the par value of $50 each. The shares were 
nally distributed as follows: Charles C. Dodge, 
995 shares; Edward H. Weodward, 995; Anson 
Phelps Pood, 5, end Arthur T. Wovudward, 5. These 
four persons are the Trustees of the corporation, 
and they are yet the owners of the shares distrib- 
uted tothem, with the exception that Edward H. 
Woodward is believed by Messrs. Dodge and Pond, 
the Trustees who petitioned for the dissoln- 
tion of the corporation, to have trans- 
ferred some ot his shares to his wife. ‘The 
reason Why Messrs. Dodge and g ; 
poration to be dissolved is, they allege in 
petition, that the Messrs. Woodward are bent upon 
managing it in a manner which they think would 
prove ruinous to it and to their Interests. They 
assert that they are unable to present to the court 
afuil and accurate statement of the assets and 
liabilities of the company tor the reason that Mr. E. 
H. Woodward has carried off its books and papers. 
Part of the liabilities they set forth ina schedule 
showing loans mace to the corporation, claims 
against it for commissions upon sales, for other 
services, and forsalaries. These liabilities amount 
to $78,000, The principal creditors of the company 
appear from this sehedule to be Harriet N. Pond 
aud William E. Dodge. The former loaned it 
$26,330, and the latter loaned $26,205 89.

A decision was rendered by Judge Donohue, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, continu- 
ing the preliminary injunction obtained by Mr. 
Lester Wallack restraining John Kenny and others 
from selling tickets for Wallack’s Theatre in front 


of that theatre. The defendants asserted that 
they had the right, under licenses obtained from 
the City, to sell tickets on the sidewalk 
in front of the theatre. excepting on those 
parts of the walk leading to the entrance to the 
theatre. Judge Donohue decides that they have 
no such right because the City cannot license any 
person to appropriate the sidewalk in front of any 
citizen's premises and there cause a public or pri- 
vate obstruction and nuisance. Judge Donohue 
eontinues: “It does not add to the defendant’s 
right that be is selling what the pl intiff sold bim. 
As well might the man who purchased goods from 
any wholesale dealer claim the right to sell the 
goods so purchased on the sidewalk in front of the 
store from which they were purchased. The au- 
thorities referred to in the case cited (Ely vs. 
Campbell, 59 Howard P.R., Judge Van Vorst’s 
opinion) clearly demonstrate that the City has no 
power to license any business on the sidewalk or 
infront of auy man’s premises without his con- 
sent. and not even then, when the rights of the 
public are invaded. It is hardly necessary to dis- 
cuss the question whether the use of the streets to 
carry on any business not necessarily confined to 
the street is a hindrance to the public. It 
is too plain for argument. If the right exists for 
one employment not so necessary, it is for ail, and 
people wouid hardiy pay rent tor ofiices if the 
sidewalk could be had for such uses. It was stated 
on the argument that the Legislature had passed 
some law on the subject which was before the 
Governor, and the decision of this case was asked 
to be suspended until that was disposed of, as it 
might give the now defendants the right to carry 
on the business sought to be restrained. What 
right the Legislature will leave to the citizen or 
property-owner of the City it might be difficult to 
say, and in this case We cannot speculate upon it; 
but as this case arose before any such act was 
assed, it must be disposed of as the law is, and 
olding, with Judge Van Vorst, that the public 
and the private owners have some rights, I must 
hold that the motion must be granted.”

THE SPUYTEN DUYVIL DISASTER. 
George F. Hanford was the conductor and 
George Melius was a brakeman of the train of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad that 
was run into at Spuyten Duyvil station by another 
train on Jan. 13 last. Several persons were then 
killed, among them State Senator Webster Wagner. 


Soon after the Coroner’s inquest the Grand Jury 
indicted Hanford and Melius for manslaughter, 
charging them with responsibility for the collision. 
Yheir trial was set down for yesterday, in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer. That court was 
opened yesterday morning by Judge Donohue, 
Presiding Judge Davis, who had been assigned to 
hold it, being too unwell to sit. Hanford and Melius 
appeared with their counsel, ex-Recorder James M. 
Smith and ex-Assemblyman Livingston. District 
Attorney McKeon and Assistant District Attorney 
Vincent appeared for the prosecution. Mr, Living- 
ston asked for an adjournment, pleading that 
public opinion is adverse to the prisoners, and that 
they would be more likely to obtain a fair trial in 
the Autumn than now. Ex-Recorder Smith asked 
for delay ou the ground of prior professional en- 
gagements. Judge Donohue said that as there was 
no Judge of the Supreme Court at present at lib- 
erty to take the piace of Presiding Judge Noah 
Davis, he thought the trial must be put off until the 
Fall or the case be sent back to the Court of General 
Sessions, there to take the chance of a speedier 
trial. Mr. McKeon said he wished to dispose of 
the case immediately, and Judge Donohue said he 
would decide the matter to-day. 
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ALDERMEN MAKING LAWS 


THE SHOW-CASKH ADVOCATES OB.- 
TAIN A VICTORY. 

AN INCREASE OF WAGES FOR LABORERS 
RECOMMENDED—THE WOLFE BOARD OF 
ALDERMEN—BROWN’S PRINTERS. 

The Board of Aldermen held a long meeting 
yesterday, and among other things finally disposed 
of the matter of show-cases on Fourteenth-street, 
between Broadway and Sixth-avenue. Svon after 
the members were called to order Alderman Mar- 
tin offered a resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted, requesting the heads of City departments 
to grant the increase in wages, from $1 76 to $2 per 
day, asked for by the laborers employed in the 
various departments, and asking the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment to appropriate the 
amount necessary to meet the extra expense. 
Alderman McClave called the attention of his col- 
leagues to the litigation now pending regarding 
the claims of the ‘* Wolfe Board of Aldermen” that 
they are the legal Common Council, and moved 
that the Law Committee be instructed to attend 
the trial of the case and take such steps as they 
thought proper, employing special counsel if neces- 
sary. He made this motion, te explained, because 
the case was to be tried before a jury, and he 


understood the Corporation Counsel had put a 
young clerk in charge of the defense, Who might 
not be able to compete with the counsel for the 
contestants. he motion was adopted, Alderman 
Levy then presented a report from the Committee 
on Law, signed by himseli/, recommending the 
xdoption of a resolution permitting nerchants on 
Fourteenth-street, between Broadway and Sixth- 
avenue, to exhibit goods in show-cases on the side- 
walk, under the general ordinance requiring the 
casesto be kept within the stoop-line, The ordi- 
nance of May 2, 1882, his report declared, which 
required the withdrawal of the cases from the side- 
walk on the street named, was too severe, and 
was harsh, unjust, special legislation, discriminat- 
ing against every business man on Fuurteenth- 
street by denying them equal privileges with mer- 
chants in all other parts of the City. This harshness 
Was aggravated, the report continued, by the fact 
that it was gratuitous and wanton, and was not 
called for by any public necessity or emergency. 
It the privilege of keeping show-cases was denied 
to the Fourteenth-street merchants it should be de- 
nied to ail others, and while others enjoyed the 
privilege it should not be denied to those on Four- 
teen-street. Attached to this report was a state- 
ment by Alderman McLean, of the committee, con- 
curring in the recommendation of Alderman Levy, 
but not in the report as such. 

Aiderman Hawes, Chairman of the Law Commit- 
tee, presented a minority report in favorof enforc- 
ing the ordinance for the removal. of show-cases 
from Fourteenth-street. The objection that it was 
unfair to remove the cases from lourteenth-street 
and tolerate them elsewhere might be answered, 
he contended, by the statement that nowhere else 
had the proverty-owners and storekeepers peti- 
tioned for their removal, and hence Fourteenth- 
street. furnished an excellent starting-point from 
which to proceed to the ultimate removal of the 
cases from all streets. The advocates of every 
general abuse, the report concluded, always ob- 
jected to its total suppression, while, on the other 
hand, every effort toward its partial removal was 
met by the charge of unfairness. 

When the two reports had been read Alderman 
Levy moved the adoption of the majority report. 
and supported his mcetion in a speech repeating the 
points of the report. Alderman Hawes moved to 
substitute the minority report for the majority re- 
port, and then beganalong series of motions and 
counter-motions. After a short debate the motion 
of Alderman Hawes was lost by a_ vote of 15 to 5. 
Alderman Roosevelt then got the floor and moved 
asa substitute for the resolution recommended by 
Messrs. Levy and McLean autborizing all persons 
doing business in this City to place show-cases 
seven feet in front of their premises, occupants 
of upper floors being allowed to place their 
eases in front of the doors or hallways 
leading to their places. Lost—15 to4d. Then A\l- 
derman Hawes moved to substitute a resolution 
providing that after May 1, 1883, no show-cases 
should be permitted on the sidewalks of any street 
inthe City. Lost—14 to 6. Alderman McClave 
moved to amend the majority resojution so that 
no single indivienal or firm should have more than 
one show-case infront of his or their store. Lost 

-I5to5. He then moved asan amendment that 
no show-case should exceed 4 feet in height, 2 teet 
6 inches in length, and 2 feetin width. Lost—14 to 
same Alderman next moved that the 
should not be placed more than 
tive feet from the house-line. Lost—1l4to 6. Alder 
man Roosevelt moved that the permission to re- 
tain show-cases should apply only to occupants of 
first fi Lost—17 to 8. This exhausted the 
stock of amendments on hand, and the resolution 
recommended by Messrs. McLean and Levy was 
then voted upon, On the roil-call, Aldermen 
Finck and Hawes were the only negative voters, 
and before the result was announced Alderman 
Finck changed his voteto the aflirmative. The 
board, therefore, decided, by a vote of 
19 . te: -4,- to permit the Fourteenth-street 
merchants to retain their show-cases. Al- 
derman Roosevelt voted in the afiirmative 
and explained his action by saying that he had 
come to the conclusion that the only way to bring 
to an issue the fact that sidewalks weye for pedes- 
trians, streets were for horses, and buildings were 
for stores Was to go on piling up obstructions un- 
til the people were foreed into the middle of the 

treets. Then, perhaps, public opinion would com- 
pel the Common Councilto respect the rights of 
the people. 

When the board settled down to routine business 
Alderman Roosevelt called up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the use of advertising trucks, vaus, or 
wagons in the streets of the City under a penalty of 
$10 for each offense. The ordinance was adopted 

A communication was received from Martin b. 

grown, the City Printer, saying he had received 
the resolution recently passed by the Aldermen re- 
questing him to give his emploves the increased 
wages they had struck for. Mr. Brown wrote that 
he was paying wages equalto that paid for like 
work in any office in the City and in excess of that 
paid by many. If heacceded to the demand of his 
striking printers he would be compelled to pay 10 
per cent. above the wages paid in other establish- 
ments, and would be underbid by others and 
driven out of business. The letter was placed on 
file, and, after passing a large number of ‘“ general 
orders,’’ the Aldermen adjourned.

A NEST OF TYPHUS FEVER. 

A nest of typhus fever has been discovered 
by Sanitary Inspector Buffum, at No. 339 East Forty- 
seventh-street, and thesource of the contagion was 
found to be in Nos. 835 and 337 East Forty-seventn- 
street, where a month ago there were 16 cases, 2 
of which proved fatal, A child of Bridget McCann 
was nursed by a woman who aursed one of the per- 
sons sick of typhus fever, and the child a few days 
ago was stricken with the disease. Then its mother 
fell sick, and afterward Margaret Koibeck and her 
infant, and Kate Kearney, aged 13. Yesterday the 
five sufferers were removed to the Reception Hos 
pital. The house, in which were 16 families, was 
disinfected and quarantined.

ir. Dinetey, of Maine, yesterday re- 
ported to the House of Representatives from 
the Banking and Currency Committee the 
bill to suspend the issue of silver certificates 
and limit the coinage of silver to the require- 
ments of the people. The bill was placed 
on the House calendar, and it is hardly 
probable that it will get even so far as an 
active discussion at this session, while its 
chances of attracting attention at the short 
Bession next Winter will depend wholly on 
the condition of business in the meantime. 
Ut is not to be expected of this Congress that 
it will be more prudent or sagacious than its 
predecessors, and it has unfortunately been 
the rule with these all to neglect precautions 
and only to provide a tardy remedy when 
an evil had come upon us. The forces for 
mischief which are involved in the present 
laws regarding silver are precisely the same 
ns those which resided in our irredeemable 
paper currency. They are not so strong 
forces, and their operation will be slower, but 
they are perfectly sure to produce the same 
results, because they are sure in the long run 
to corrupt and depreciate the currency. 
They could be checked now if Congress had 
the sense and the courage to do it, but they 
will probably be allowed to run their course. 
Mr. DrneLey and the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee are on this account only 
the more to be commended for the action 
which has been taken. 


Judge Wrxson, of counsel for Gen. Brapy 
Yn the star route trials, is probably right in 
saying that the whole truth has never yet 
been told to the public in regard to the oper- 
ations of his client, and he might have added 
that it is very largely that gentleman’s own 
fault that this is the case. One evidence 
that the entire truth has not yet been 
brought out is the fact that the explana- 
tions of. counsel are wholly different 
from the explanations heretofore made to 
the public in behalf of Brapy and his con- 
fréres, When the shameful and intentional 
extravagance of the star route management 
was first exposed, we were met by the as- 
Bertion that there was no extravagance in 
the matter, and that Brapy was simply en- 
gaged in ‘‘ building up the new country.”’

The distribution of the spoils at Washing- 
ton continues to engage the mighty minds 
of Senators. It having been discovered that 
printers recommended by Senators, and pos- 
sessing all the needful qualifications of politi- 
cal backing, party orthodoxy, and personal 
fidelity to their respective Senators, have 
had trouble in getting into the public print- 
ing-office, on the alleged ground that they 
‘were not members of the printers’ union,

can safely consult is the ‘‘ Association of 
Amalgamated Senators for Mutual Protec- 
tion in the Spoils Trade.”’

It is probable that the general public will 
take very much the same view of the squab- 
ble in the House yesterday over the appro- 
priation for the expenses of the Yorktown 
celebration as that taken by Mr. Tucker, 
of Virginia, viz., that the Government 
should not often engage in the business of 
entertainment, but that when it has done so 
it is in the worst possible taste to higgle 
over the bills, The amount of !iquors, 
wines, cigars, and tobacco furnished to 
the committee, according to a bill pro- 
duced in the course of the debate yesterday, 
was apparently excessive, and some of the 
prices paid were very tiigh. But the true 
remedy is not for the House to parade its 
own discredit in public, but to put such 
matters into the hands of members 
who are incapable of conniving at 
such abuses. If among the nearly 800 
members a sufficient number of this class of 
gentlemen is undiscoverable, then, in the 
name of decency, let the House acknowl- 
edge the fact in silence, and punish the peo- 
ple who elect them by paying the bills with- 
out discussion. This is a perfectly legiti- 
mate case for the application of the old say- 
ing in regard to the bird which fouls its own 
nest. 





The exuberant manner in which the 
members of the Produce Exchange yester- 
day went through the ceremonies of laying 
the corner-stone of their new building, on 
the corner of Broadway and Beaver-street, 
is characteristic of the energy and spirit with 
which that organization conducts its affairs, 
both corporate and individual. The erection 
of » home of trade in so commanding a situa- 
tion at a cost of $38,000,000 is an enterprise 
which may well be celebrated at the outset 
with enthusiasm. In the present instance 
the dignity and splendor of the structure 
will correspond with the strength and ex- 
tent of the business which is to have its 
head-quarters within its walls. The busi- 
ness public of New-York, which is prac- 
tically to say the whole public of New- 
York, will heartily congratulate the mem- 
bers of the Produce Exchange on this latest 
demonstration of their vigor and prosperity, 
and considerabie as the new building now 
appears, it only fairly represents the present 
proportions of the great interests connected 
with it. 

CONVERTIBLE STEAM-SHIPS. 

The question of reviving American ship- 
building and ocean commerce appears in 
Congress in a new shape, coupled with a 
proposition for providing a possible adjunct 
for our expensive but worthless navy. 
Senator Rouurns, of New-Hampshire, pro- 
poses—not to do anything at present, but to 
have acommission of inquiry. He would 
have the commission consist of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Postmaster-General, three Senators and 
three members of the House, and the ob- 
ject of the inquiry is the practicability and 
expediency of securing the construction for 
commercial purposes of steel or iron steam- 
ships, convertible into vessels of war in case 
of need, and encouraging their maintenance 
by ‘‘fair compensation’ for mail carriage 
on condition that they are built and owned 
in the United States, ‘‘under the super- 
vision of the Government,’’ and subject to 
be taken at a reasonable price when needed 
for war purposes. We seein this remarkable 
proposition the return after many days 
of the bread cast upon the waters by Mr. 
Joun Roacw. He has probably been care- 
fully watching it the while and facilitating 
its drifting in the direction of Congress since 
he sent forth his argument in behalf of a 
‘* militia of the seas,’’ consisting of just such 
interconvertible steam-ships to be built by 
himself, with due encouragement from the 
Government. 

Two things are undoubtedly desirable for 
this Nation—a respectable navy, adequate 
for all the purposes of peace, including the 
protection of our commercial interests on 
the sea, and capable of forming the nucleus 
of an effective force in case of war; and a 
merchant marine which in case*of need 
may recruit the strength of such a force 
both in material and men. But these two 
things are quite diverse in their character 
and immediate purposes, and can best be 
attained by very different methods. Such 
a navy as we need and ought to 
have should be provided by the Govern- 
ment and should be specially calculated for 
the uses which it isto serve. A merchant 
marine to be useful and profitable should be 
the product of commercial enterprise, un- 
trammeled by ruinous restrictions and hin- 
drances. It, too, should be adapted for its 
special uses, but in case of war there would 
never be any difficulty in converting it into 
an effective force for the defense of the 
Nation. Now, instead of going directly to 
work to promote the maritime interests of 
the country, both in the naval and the com- 
mercial direction, by natural and logical 
methods, it is proposed to raise a commis- 
sion to inquire into the feasibility of mixing 
them together and producing a commercial 
navy convertible into a belligerent navy. 
The main object seems to be to furnish a 
plausible pretext for maintaining a merchant 
marine by means of an indirect subsidy 
from the Government. With regard to this 
a question which precedes that of practica- 
bility and expediency is that of necessity. 
Is such a method necessary ? 

Of course, a navy for the service of the 
Government should be constructed by the 
Government and at the expense of the peo- 
ple. If the public funds are not wasted 
and an efficient navy suitable to our needs 
is produced, nobody objects to this. But a 
merchant marine should be the offspring of 
commercial enterprise, and we have every 
‘Teagan to believe that it would be produced 

‘ 


if the Government would simply remove the 
difficulties out of the way. There is ample 
testimony to the effect that we could build 
steel or iron steam-ships in competition with 
the rest of the world if the burdens were re- 
moved from the raw materials used, pro- 
vided they could be put toa profitable use 
after they were built. According to one ex- 
perienced ship-builder, the difference in the 
cost of building ships at home and abroad is 
so trifling that it has no bearing at all upon 
the question of our maintaining a share in 
the carrying trade. The same authority de- 
clares that if the duties upon materials 
used in building and equipping ships 
were abrogated we could make the furnishing 
of vessels for the market of the world one 
of our most profitable branches of industry. 
But the chief difficulty in the way is found 
in the burdens put upon the carrying trade 
of the country, which simply crush the life 
out of it. It is not a question of ship-build- 
ing, but of ship-using. If ships were 
given to our merchants they could not 
afford to use them permanently because 
it is made so expensive that they could not 
compete with the unburdened marine of 
other countries. Taxes, port charges, con- 
sular fees, and the thousand and one vexa- 
tious exactions and requirements which our 
laws put upon commerce make it impossi- 
ble for it to thrive upon the seas. Besides 
all this, our general tariff restricts commerce 
and makes réturn cargoes a matter of un- 
certainty. 

Now, before we talk about encouraging 
the construction of steam-ships by an offer 
of specialcompensation for carrying mails 
on pretense of a necessity for having them 
to convert to naval purposes, it would be 
wise to remove the obstacles out of the way 
of profitably running merchant vessels 
and give commerce a chance to  stimu- 
late ship-building into life. There is 
scarcely a doubt that if the trammels 
were stripped from cur carrying trade and 
it had a chance to expand, its requirements 
would very speedily set our shipyards at 
work and build up the great national in- 
dustry which we have lost by our pur- 
blind policy. The questions of free 
ships and subsidies would then be 
settled, and when we had a merchant 
marine there would be no difficulty in mak- 
ing it auxiliary to the navy in case of need, 
if there was any navy for it to gather about. 
The wisdom of sticking to our present 
policy and trying to stimulate ship-building 
and the carrying trade into activity by sub- 
sidies for mail service is similar to that of 
binding a man with thongs and loading him 
with weights and then offering him high 
pay asa letter-carrier by way of inducing 
him to stir about and do something else at 
the same time. 

WAGES UNDER THE HIGH TARIFF. 

In December last, when the House of 
Representatives was getting ready very hard 
for its herculean task of doing nothing for 
three months over the tariff question, and 
the Senate was co-operating with all its 
might, the latter body passed a resolution 
directing the Secretary of the Treasury ‘‘to 
communicate in tabular form the rates of 
wages paid in France, Germany, and Mex- 
ico in the various manufactures of cotton, 
wool, iron, and leather, or those similar 
thereto.’’ The full reply of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics, of which an ab- 
stract was published some weeks ago, has 
just been issued by the Government. It 
does not comply with the resolution for 
the very simple reason that it is impractica- 
ble, not to say impossible, to do so, but it 
gives informaticn bearing very directly on 
the purpose of the resoiution, which was 
to secure some sort of basis for action 
on atariff having for its avowed object the 
protection of American industry. The 
Chief of the bureau reports that “it would 
be utterly misleading to attempt to prepare 
a statement of comparative wages from 
data collected in different countries at dif- 
ferent times by different men, * * * who 
record the results of their observations and 
inquiries in the absence of any harmonious 
effort to reach a properly comparative state- 
ment, or whose efforts are not directed by a 
single person competent to conduct a gen- 
eral inquiry upon the subject.’”’ But he 
submits a number of statements prepared 
by Mr. Werks, Special Agent of the Cen- 
sus; Mr. Swank, of the Iron and Steel As- 
sociation; Mr. Hewitt, iron-maker; the 
Messrs. Coats and the Clark Thread Com- 
pany, both having thread mills in this coun- 
try and in Paisley, Scotland; Mr. Wrieut, 
of the Massachusetts Labor Bureau; Mr. 
Cuace, cotton manufacturer, and Mr. 
Wycxorr, of the Silk Association of 
America. Itis from these statements that 
light is to be had. 


In a general way all agree that for the 
principal varieties of labor in the industries 
named higher wages are paid than for the 
kinds of labor most nearly corresponding in 
European countries. Mr. Hewirr places 
the excess of wages in the iron trade, as 
compared with Great Britain, at 50 per cent. ; 
Mr. Weeks, referring to rolling mills and 
pig-iron furnaces, places the excess at 100 
per cent.; Mr. Cuace, in the cotton mills, 
at 62 per cent.; Mr. WriGHrT at only 6.8 per 
cent. fora weaver and at 48 per cent. for a 
weaver and two chiidren; the Messrs, Coats, 
for the cotton thread industry, at 110 per 
cent.; the Clark Thread Company at 101} 
per cent.; Mr. Wyckorr, for the silk in- 
dustry, at 100 per cent. over England, 200 
per cent. over Germany and France, and 800 
per cent. over Italy. After making all al- 
lowance for confusion or error arising out 
of different classifications in the various 
countries, and putting aside the question of 
how much the same amount of money will 
buy here and abroad, it may be fairly in- 
ferred that wages for equivalent amounts 
and qualities of labor in the factories and 
mills of the United States are higher than 
in Great Britain, still higher than in Ger- 
many and France, and very much higher 
than in Italy. itdoes not follow, however, 
that they are higher on account of the pro- 
tective tariff; still less that they can be kept 
higher by continuing the tariff; and less still 
that it is the right or duty of Congress to 
continue the tariff for that purpose. 

Take for an example of the specific in- 
formation required the statement of Messrs. 
J. & P. Coats as to their factories in this coun- 
try and in Scotland. They employ. most- 
ly women, but must have good workers, 
closely disciplined and trustworthy, to ob- 
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they have to pay higher wages than is usual 
in either country. The average excess in 
their American establishments is 110 per 
cent. From this the theorists of the protec- 
tionist school would argue that wages are 
twice as high on account of a protective 
tariff as they are without one. But this 
inference does not consist with the facts. If 
the fact that tariff enables the employer to pay 
twice as much here asin Scotland is the 
cause of his paying twice as much, the ex- 
cess of wages would beuniform. But while 
the Messrs. Coats pay their ‘‘ wrappers and 
boxers’’ 162 per cent. more here than in 
Scotland, they only pay their men “ bleach- 
ers’? 132 per cent. more, their women 
**bleachers’’ 116 per cent. more, and their 
‘‘mechanics”’ only 65 per cent. more. Ob- 
viously, therefore, some other rule controls 
the distribution of wages than the one pro- 
pounded by the protectionist. The actual 
rule is the same here as in Scotland. Wages 
are regulated by supply and demand at the 
time and place of employment, and the 
Messrs. Coats are not guilty of paying any 
higher wages than they are compelled to 
because the tariff, with other things, enables 
them todo so. And, though they claim to 
pay higher wages than the average, their 
actual average according to the schedule is 
but $7 75 a week. The women ‘“bleach- 
ers,’’ who will be considered to owe their 
advantage of 116 per cent. over the Scotch 
to a protective tariff, only get $5 25 a 
week. The ‘‘doffers,’”’ who have 125 per 
cent. more than in Scotland, only 
get $437 per week; the ‘‘cleaners,’’ 
with a superiority of 73 per cent. over the 
Scotch, get but $2 63 a week, or 44 cents a 
day. The actual average of wages for the 
month of December last was $25 58, which 
Mr. James Coats says is a weekly average 
of $6 38, though it would seem to be a 
little less even than that. Now, while this 
is 110 per cent. more than the average paid 
in Scotland, it is not more than the average 
of wages in a number of unprotected indus- 
tries, which leaves it open to grave doubt 
whether the tariff of 78+ per cent. on spool 
thread is the active cause of the superiority 
of Rhode Island wages over Scotch. 

The Clark Thread Company has its works 
in Newark, N.J., and in Paisley, Scotland. 
It pays an average of 1014 per cent. more 
for wages in the former than in the latter 
place. The excess varies, as in the COATSES’ 
mill, from 66 per cent. to 148 per cent. The 
average wages of the men are $6 60 a week 
for 59 hours’ work; of the girls they are but 
$2 55 a week for the same number of hours, 
which is considerably less than in Pawtucket, 
R. I. The tariff is the same for the product 
of both places, but it fails to confirm the 
protectionist notion of a high tariff causing 
high wages. It yields wholly to the old- 
fashioned and perpetual rule of wages regu- 
lated wholly by mutual competition. Mr. 
CLARK, moreover, does not incline to the 
theory that the tariff has made American 
workmen superior to British. He says it is 
‘‘humbug,’’ and that ‘‘it is used whena 
speaker wants to please an American audi- 
ence, and generally has the effect he in- 
tends.”’ This opinion he confides to Mr. 
Nimmo, with the obliging remark that he 
thinks ‘‘ it is best for you people to know 
the true inwardness of the business.’’ 

There are other statements in the bureau 
document which would repay examination, 
but we submit these for the present. The 
others only confirm the conclusion that, 
whatever a protective tariff does for the cap- 
italist, it leaves the laborer just as he is left 
in unprotected industries here, and in all 
industries in other countries, to get the best 
wages he can compel his employer to pay, 
and does not enable him to get a cent more. 

PERU’S EUROPEAN FRIENDS. 

Until Special Envoy Trescor’s report to 
the State Department has been published it 
would be rash to indulge in conjectures as 
to the influence of his mission upon the 
lately belligerent republics of the west 
coast. From unofficial sources we learn 
that the net result of his labors as 
a peace-maker fell something short 
of the highest expectations of the 
Peruvians, and perhaps of his own hopes. 
He calmed the ruffled feelings of Sefior 
BatMacepa, secured from hima defi- 
nite statement of the terms of peace 
which Chili would insist on, and with this 
in his pocket pursued Monrsro, Peru’s 
actual President, into his mountain fast- 
nesses, and after presenting his creden- 
tials, it is supposed, handed him 
the draft of the treaty. The two inter- 
changed complimentary speeches, but it 
does not appear that Montero was able to 
do anything in respect to the proposed peace, 
his authority to sign treaties giving away 
Peruvian territory being subject to serious 
question. This is what Mr. Trescor ac- 
complished, as the public at present under- 
stands it. 

So far, then, if the people of this country 
are rightly informed as to what has been ac- 
complished in the interests of peace between 
Chili and Peru, the good offices of this 
Government have been employed to lit- 
tle purpose. From an article in the 
Journal des Débats of May 26 we infer 
that in Paris a similar estimate is placed 
upon the value and effect of our disinter- 
ested efforts. The article we have referred 
to traces at considerable length the course of 
events on the west coast since the battle of 
Miraflores in January, 1881, and concludes 
with a very significant and probably *‘‘ au- 
thorized’’ declaration that it is now time for 
France and England to join the United 
States in the attempt to restore friendly re- 
lations between Chili and Peru. The writer 
in the Débats says: 

“Although Europe, six months ago, resigned 
into the hands of the United States the solution of 
the conflict between Chiliand Peru, the moment 
has certainly arrived for her to reappear upon the 
scene and to take part, diplomatically, in the 
generous efforts that a great nation has un- 
ceasingly put forth to re-establish peace on the 
Pacific coast. Not only Franee and England, but 
Spain, Italy, Holland, and Germany herself have 
considerable interests involved in the treaty of 
peace which Peru must sooner or later sign. It is 
their duty to protect their citizens, or, at least, to 
take steps for the relief of commercial ‘and finan- 
cial interests compromised in South America, by 
which they may recover themselves and regain 
their lost ground in some equitable manner. 
* * * Chili will derive a much greater advan- 
tage from peace if that peace is not contrary to 
the principles of international law, and if she se- 
cures for herself the esteem of Europe. Peru, 
moreover, has never ceased to be a friend of 
France and England; her evil fortunes 
awaken in our memory recollections too 
painful for us to withhold from her 
an effective testimony of our sympathy. 
We have the greater right to say this from its ab- 
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solute conformity to the traditional policy of 
France and to declarations put forth at vari- 
ous times, notably in August, 1881, by M. Grevy 
to Mr. Morton, Minister of the United States 
at Paris, declarations which have been recently 
published at Washington. * * * The Govern- 
ment ought to feel the necessity of acting. We 
have learned with pleasure that M. TatLenay has 
recently set out to represent France in Peru. It is 
urgently necessary that M. Rosas, the new Peru- 
vian Minister, be allowed to present his credentials 
and to represent Montgro at Paris and London, as 
M. Extenore [sic] represents Peru and Montero at 
Washington. England and France cannot await 
the solution which the Unitea States alone are 
striving to reach without preparing at least to give 
it such approbation as their interests and policy 
unmistakably suggest.” 

This is very interesting reading, coming 
just after Mr. Frevincauysen’s notification 
to Lord GRANVILLE that we will permit no 
foreign meddling in Panama Canal matters. 
This article in the Débats. is unquestionably 
inspired from a ‘‘ high source,’’ and it re- 
quires no unusual keenness of insight to 
perceive the trail of the Crédit Industriel 
over it all. It means, simply, that France 
is about to reassert her right to take a prom- 
inent part in the negotiations between the 
two republics, and that she is seeking 
the active support of England in this ven- 
ture, and not only of England, but of 
all other European powers who may feel in- 
clined to join in the effort to put the guano 
business, in which so much English and 
French capital is engaged, once more upon 
a paying basis. Notwithstanding the some- 
what violent prejudices of Mr. Buarne on 
the subject of European interference in the 
affairs of the New World, this new move 
need give us no particular uneasiness. If 
any ‘‘interests,’’ present or prospective, 
which we may have in Peru and Chili are 
threatened by the proposed friendly inter- 
ference of France and England, it will not 
be difficult to state our views in such a 
clear and positive way that those two pow- 
ers will reconsider and probably withdraw 
their proposition. Butif they wish to work 
for peace, with no ulterior and illegitimate 
design, it may not be necessary to decline 
their aid. Chili and Peru, however, are at 
present inclined to consider their troubles a 
purely American question. It is not proba- 
ble that this Government would allow the 
good offices of any European power to be 
forced upon them against their will. 


Among the most reprehensible of scientific 
practices is that of palming off miscellaneous 
animals upon a trusting cat under the false 
pretense that they are her private kittens. 
This sort of thing has been done many 
times, and always with the result of inflict- 
ing great mental distress upon the cat; but 
the most recent instance of trifling with the 
holiest feelings of a family cat is, upon the 
whole, the most cruel of which we have any 
record. 

A cat residing in the family of Mr. B. H. 
Cutter, the distinguished zoologist of Ded- 
ham, Mass., became the happy mother of six 
healthy kittens early last September. About 
the same time Mr. Cutter came into posses- 
sion—presumably by kidnapping—of two 
infant red squirrels. With true scientific 
malevolence, the zoologist drowned two of 
his cat’s helpless kittens, and substituted for 
them the two young squirrels, and then pro- 
ceeded to chronicle in his note-book the re- 
sult of this wicked meddling with his cat’s 
domestic relations. 

At first the cat appeared to take no notice 
of the trick which had been played upon 
her. She treated the squirrels precisely like 
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took pains to prevent them from being im- 
posed upon by the larger and more greedy 
kittens, it evidently did not occur to her that 
they were not her own legitimate offspring. 

The first evidence that Mr. Cutter per- 
ceived of any mental distress on the part of 
the cat was obtained when the squirrels 
were about 3 months old. At that time the 
cat discovered that there was something 
wrong about their tails. Those appendages, 
being bushy, presented the appearance which 
a cat’s tail presents in moments of strong 
excitement. Mr. Cutter’s cat could not 
rid herself of the conviction that the state 
of the squirrels’ tails was due either to 
fright or anger, and whenever she re- 
turned to the family cot in the garret, after 
a temporary absence, and noticed the two 
bushy tails, she instantly searched the gar- 
ret fora supposed enemy, firmly convinced 
that some one had been frightening her kit- 
tens. She left no means untried of reducing 
the size of the squirrels’ tails, either by 
calming their minds or by operating directly 
upon the tails themselves, but her efforts 
were in vain, and the mental anxiety which 
she suffered preyed perceptibly upon her 
health. 

It appears that the rumor that Mr. Cut- 
ter’s cat possessed two extraordinary kittens 
had spread among the local cats, for the 
very first day that she took her young family 
into the back yard no less than six cats 
climbed over the fence and with derisive 
yells attacked the squirrels. The latter 
sought safety in a tree, and their indig- 
nant foster-mother fought the intruders with 
great fierceness. Even after the six cats 
were put to flight, they paused on the top of 
the fence, and in the most unfeeling manner 
ridiculed Mr. Cutter’s cat and her bushy 
tailed kittens. As the squirrels declined to 
come down from the tree, the cat was forced 
to ascend and bring them down in her mouth, 
and Mr. Cutter, who, with his heartless note- 
book and pencil, watched her from an up- 
per window, remarked that she seemed very 
tired and much depressed in spirits. 

The first attempt at weaning the squirrels 
was conspicuously unsuccessful. The excel- 
lent cat, having caught a plump young 
mouse, brought it to her family and ex- 
plained that henceforth mice would take the 
place of miik as the steady diet of the kit- 
tens. The two young squirrels refused to 
touch the mouse, and looked on with sur- 
prise and disgust. while their fellow-kittens 
devoured it. The same uncat-like want of 
interest in bones was shown by them a few 
hours later, and when, on the following 
day, the squirrels refused fish, the cat threw 
herself down on the floor and wept bitterly. 

If this much-suffering cat was pained by 
the refusal of the choicest delicacies of the 
table by her two squirrels, she was still 
more pained when she found them sitting 
on their respective hind legs and devouring 
hickory-nuts. She promptly knocked them 
over with a blow of her paw, and, request- 
ing them never to let her see them eating 
in so impfoper a position again, demanded 
to know. what they meant. by ruining their 


teeth and digestion with anything so utterly 
unfit for food as hickory-nuts. But in spite 
of the cat’s entreaties and commands, the 
squirrels persisted in eating hickory-nuts 
and nothing else, and the cat, unable any 
longer to withstand the conviction that she 
was the mother of a pair of little monsters, 
lost all her spirits and grew thin day by day. 

One moonlight night the squirrels were 
led out to the roof of the kitchen, where the 
cat undertook to give them a lesson in sing- 
ing. They would not sing a note, and when 
they were cuffed for their obstinacy by their 
indignant foster-mother they chattered in a 
way that really frightened her. The climax 
of their misconduct was reached when they 
refused to return from the roof to the garret, 
but fled to the apple tree, where they took 
up their abode in a knothole the entrance 
to which was so small that the cat could 
only thrust one paw into it. 

In this tree the squirrels continued to live, 
utterly heedless of the cat, who would sit 
all day long at the foot or on one of the 
lower branches of the tree and pour out the 
passionate sorrow of her broken heart in 
strains that elicited bottles and boot-jacks 
from the entire neighborhood, At the end of 
a month Mr. Cutter missed her voice in the 
early morning, and after breakfast he found 
her lying stiff and lifeless on the ground, the 
victim of the coldness and ingratitude of 
the squirrels. 

Mr. Cutter seems to think that in play- 
ing this despicable trick upon a respectable 
cat he has done something of which he has 
aright to be proud. Verily the tender mer- 
cies of the scientist are cruel, but when Mr. 
Cutter reads his paper on ‘‘Cats and 
Squirrels’ before the Massachusetts Zoolog- 
ical Society, itis to be hoped that at least 
one zoologist will be found who will char- 
acterize such heartless conduct asit deserves. 


Beware of bric-A-brac. Itisa snare anda 
delusion. If the tricks of the most astute of deal- 
ers fool even the Frenchman in that great art 
centre of Paris, how can we hope that the simple 
American, even though he bea New-Yorker or a 
Bostonian, can be cute enough to escape the snares 
so warily set for him? When we see that the Di- 
rectors of the Metropolitan Museum of Art have 
paid over a hundred thousand dollars for the veri- 
est trash, and are still delightfuliy unconscious of 
their having been humbugged, how may we expect 
that less pretentious individuals should escape the 
fleecing? In China, enamels, bronzes, ivories, 
arms, coins, the bric-A-brac trapper is always 
around, and his victims are many. France manu- 
factures, most especially for ber home market, for 
England and America, her old Rouen ware and 
Sévres. She can turn you out Saxein qnantity, 
at a month’s notice, adapted to thé particular 
wants of the ceramic maniac. Limoges enamels 
are especially dangerous. A manufacturer 
works on them by the wholesale, imitating the oid 
subjects. He is honest enough to sell them on 
their own merits, but when the Limoges gets into 
the hands of the unscrupulous dealer, he buries 
themin moist earth for a month, and then they date 
back from the fifteenth century. There is that 
famous Henry II. ware. Their number is limited. 
The original pieces you can count on your fingers. 
Still, new ones are alwaysturning up. These are 
manufactured. The brand-new objects are treated 
to fluorhydric acid, and in 10 minutes they acquire 
an old look, This little trick, which costs not more 
than 10 cents to accomplish, increases marvelously 
the cost of such ware. From a vase being worth, 
say $5, the price augments at a jump to $1,000. Be 
on your guard, ye American travelers who go to 
Paris, as to the purchase of a real old Regency 
clock. Such cloeks in bronze are cast by the ton 
every day in Paris, and then touched up by tools so 
as to resemble the work of Bovte. Antique 
furniture with worm-holes in it is the veriest 
of catches. All that is necessary is to get 
an old piece of wood, load a gun with 
mustard-seed, that finest grade of shot used for ob- 
taining ornithological specimens, and.then with a 
good charge of powder fire at aslight angle into 
your vieux chéne. The illusion 1s complete. These 
holes in the wood were made by worms, which 
enjoyed themselves in the time of CaTHERINE OF 
Mepicis. The old work is then closely imitated, 
and a dbahkut which is not two weeks .old you pay 
8,000f. for, believing that it dates back from Henry 
IV. Wood which has been eaten into by real 
worms has its value, and when an old house is torn 
down in Europe, such ancient timber brings a 
higher price for the antique furniture business 
than fresh wood. Paris is not alone in the bric-a- 
brac business. A French authority tells us that the 
speciality of Vienna is the making of jewelry of 
past centuries. Florence is distinguished as a 
manufacturer of antique arms; London turns ont 
old Sévres. In Berlin, Roman pottery, older than 
the time of Aveustus, is furnished by the crate; 
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QUENTIN Matsys, and Rotterdam, the most decep- 
tive delf. As to New-York, the art of humbng, 
with that increasing love of bric-A-brac, has cre- 
ated artists of singular skill, whose inventive 
genius is quite equal to that of their European con- 
temporaries. We turn out any number of quite 
creditable false antique coins and quantities of 
sham old furniture. Wedoa fair trade in home- 
made old arms. We are dabsters at Queen Anne 
furniture. Yankee ingenuity only wants to be 
called on to respond at once to any demand. Most 
especially is Summer the harvest-time of these 
manufacturers of spurious goods. Then the bogus 
wares are shipped to Newport, New-Bedford, Sara- 
toga, or wherever people with full pockets and lit- 
tle brains congregate. 


Itis a great pity, now that the subject of 
properly housing the records of title to real prop- 
erty in this City is receiving so much attention from 
Grand Jurors and others, that the hardly less im- 
portant matter of simplifying those records and 
making them easier of reference is not pushed with 
more vigor. Every lawyer as well as, every other 
person who has apvything to do with the trans- 
ferring of title to, or the mortgaging of, real estate 
in this City can testify as to the inordinate expense 
and the unnecessary and annoying delays to which 
all are subjected who engage in such transactions. 
A Vanderbilt can selland transfer securities val- 
ued at a million or more, and the whole operation, 
including its proper recording, need take up only a 
few minutes and be attended with little expense, but 
the selling of a little patch of land valued at only 
a few hundred or thousand doliars is a very slow 
and elaborate performance, every step of which is 
costly. The same distinctions hold good as re- 
gards the hypothecation of the one kind of prop- 
erty and the mortgaging of the other. The exactions 
in regard to the transfer or mortgaging of realty 
form, indeed, a kind of tax, more burdensome and 
with less reason for existence than any otner. It 
cannot be pretended that the public is a gainer in 
any wise by thisanomalous state of affairs. Neither 
does it add to the security of the title of real 
property, or prevent the forging of titles, 
as was shown in the notable cases im whieh the 
Sactas figured. The supineness and apathy of 
lawyers and of the community at large have hith- 
erto served to prevent the making of the proper 
reforms. Added to this has been the influence of 
the few public officers who have profited in a ridic- 
ulously extravagant way by the exactions which 
they have sought to increase on one pretext or 
another out of all proportion to the service ren- 
dered.

The political agitations in Ireland during 
the past fifteen years have brought about a striking 
change in the position of the Roman Catholic 
Church, of which Bishop GiLmovuR’s recent conduct 
in reference to the Ladies’ Branch of the Cleveland 
(Ohio) Land League furnishes an apt illustration. 
The change began about the dateof the Fenian 
movement in 1866-7. The Roman Catholic Church 
condemns all secret. societies, partly, perhaps, be- 
cause it, on principle, objects to that which it does 
not itself know all about. Feniamism was, there- 
fore, apart from its objects, condemned. Then 
came Parnellism, with a head centre who acted in- 
dependently of Rome and did not pretend to con- 
sult her representatives, thus practically taking the 
government of the masses of Irishmen out of her 
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Nutry, and, in a more modified degree, Arch- 
bishop Crokg, gave support to the movement whiek 
had certainly no secrecy about it; but, on the othe# 
hand, Archbishop MoHatz sided on this point witli 
Cerdinal Cutten, from whom he frequently di: 
verged, and Cardinal McCaze again gives no coun: 
tenance to the agitation. Now and again a priest 
has taken a pronounced part in favor of thd 
Land League, but in most cases only te 
meet with the reprobation—notably in the case 
of the suspended Father Sazerny—of his Bishop. 
The Irish are, in fact, now in a large degree eman- 
eipated from priestly control, a circumstance which 
might be expected at this period of the nineteenth 
century, in the case of a country where edueation 
has made great strides, and where almost every 
family is, in a measure. influenced by what it heart 
trom relatives in the United States. The thing cuts 
both ways. Ireland and the United States, politi- 
cally, gain and lose by the decline of the power of 
Rome. It is hard to say on which side the advan- 
tage will preponderate. The Irish priesthood stren- 
uously, and even aggressively, exerted their influ 
ence, when they had it, for Roman Catholie ob- 
jects, and displayed a decided disposition to keep 
the people ina state of subjection, whieh is en- 
tirely contrary to the notions of political freedom 
prevalent in this country. On the other hand, both 
there and here, (notably, for instance, in the case of 
Archbishop ALEMaNNy, in San Franviseo,) they have 
often done the State signal service in restraining 
the violent passions of an impetuous people under 
keen excitement. and at such times we shall be 
likely to regret the waning power of the Chureh of 
Rome over a people deaf, for the most part, to com 
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Few persons, when they take a physician’ 
preseription to a druggist’s shop, appreciate th¢ 
measure of responsibility which they thus impose 
upon the apothecary. Itis generally thought that 
the work of the man bebind the counter is merely 
clerical; that, with the formula di:tinctly made 
out by the doctor, all that he has to do is to mix 
the ingredients, paste a label upon the box ot 
bottle, and receive the customer’s money. Some: 
times the apothecary’s work is easy enough, when 
the prescription is carefully written and containg 
no bewildering errors, but frequently a physician 
of good reputation and sound ability will provide 
atask for a drug clerk the proper fulfillment of 
which could not be accomplished by a man whose 
capacity is limited to a disposition to faithfully 
obey orders. The handwriting of physicians as a 
class, judging from the specimens to be found in 
any druggist’s book of prescriptions, is ingeniously 
bad, and much time is often wasted by drug clerk¢ 
in striving to decipher Latin words illegibiy writ 
ten. Too many physicians scrawi their prescriptions 
with so much haste that they are liable to make 
errors which might lead to serious results if the 
apothecary did not keep his wits about him. Only 
@ week or so ago a physician, tolerably well known 
in this City, prepared a prescription, which was 
presented by a young man at a drug stere not very 
far from Centra! Park, in which he required the use 
of iodide of potassium. With his knowledge oi 
medicine the apothecary in charge saw at a glance 
that the iodide was out of place, and that if he 
used it the invalid would be injured. Requesting 
the customer to be seated, and politely assuring 
him at the same time that his medicine would soon 
be ready, the apothecary sent to the physician’s 
house a messenger who returned in a few minutes 
with the thanks of the docter and an order to sub 
stitute bromide of potassium for the iodide. Many 
physicians in these days, when thousands of young 
men are turned out annually from the variou 
schools, furnished with the diplomas of medica 
practitioners, are ignorant of certain faets in chem 
isty which every apothecary knows by rote. Pre 
seriptions are constantly sent to the druggists in 
which the ingredients will not properly amalga- 
mate without the addition of others of a harmless 
nature, and upon the apothecary is imposed the 
selection of these. Drug clerks sometimes make 
errors themselves, but, in view of the facts, it 
seems remarkable that such mistakes do not occur 
oftener. They are subjected to no little abuse in 
the newspapers and elsewhere, but, as a matter of 
fact, the public owes them a debt of gratitude as 
the barrier between the invalid and the unsrillfal 


or careless physician.

CADET LIFE AT WEST POINT

THE STUDIES AND DRILLS BEFORE 
THE COMING “ PLEBES.”’ 

YHE NEW-COMERS ALREADY LOSING SOME 
OF THE ROMANCE OF MILITARY LIFE— 
EXAMINATIONS AND DRILLS — RECOM- 
MENDATIONS OF THE BOARD OF VISITORS. 

West Point, June 6.—Stern reality and 
igid military discipline take a great deal of the 

Tomance out of life at West Point. Little relaxa- 

tion is afforded the Cadets, and from reveille in the 

morning to taps at night, their time is pretty much 
decupied with study and drills. It is so the year 
round, and the average Cadet is glad when 

he is graduated and receives his di- 

ploma certifying that he is an educated 

ind proficient soldier. At6o’clock this morning 
the graduating class turned out and began the 
duties of the day the same as though just begin- 
ning their course in the Academy. The examina- 
tions opened at 100’clock and continued through 
the day as for nearly a week past. The members 
pf one class, in Academy Hall, told what they knew 
about French, and those of ancther in the library 


cracked stones and quartz, held tubes over spirit 
lamps, and talked about the formation of the 
earth. A young man in white trousers insisted 
that the Yellowstone Park was in California until a 
Professor assured him that such was not the case. 
The Cadet, however, acquitted himself creditably 
otherwise. The examinations were rather dismal, 
and were productive of nothiug of interest. 

The Fourth Class marched down to the siege bat- 
tery on the north side of the point, at 5:30 o’clock, 
and manned the six 20-pounder Parrot guns and 
the six mortars. For over an hourthbey threw shot 
aud shell at targets 1,820 feet upthneriver. The 
class had not appeared at the guns over half a 
dozen times before, but it did exceilent work. It 
riddied the targets and scored two or three bull’s- 
eyes. The echoes swept over the Dunder- 
berg Mountain to the left, roared through 
the passes, broke in sharp reports at the 
peaks and continued long after the firing had 
ceased. The firing was much enjoyed by a large 
crowd onthe slope. Thirty-six shells were fired 
from the mortars and 54 balls from the Parrot 
guns. The course of the shells could be easly 
followed with theeye. There were burning fuses 
attached to them, and some of them exploded as 
they struck the river, sending the water high into 
the air. A drill in ponton bridge building will 
take place to-morrow afternoon. 

The candidates for admission tothe Fourth Class, 
which is now forming, began to arrive this morn- 
ing. For the most part they were a somewhat cal- 
low looking lot of youths. One young mun stroked 
aA miniature mustache and a feeble pair of side- 
whiskers confidently. They were evidently his pride, 
and he was apparently unconscious of the fate in 
store for them if he should be successful in his ex- 
amination. ‘The Cadets are required to keep clean 
shaven, and in the event of his admission this 
young man _ will be robbed of the facial 
Edornment which he has been so carefully nursing. 
Some of the applicants are long and lank and 
others are short and fat. Ipis a most incongruous 
lot. Matthew C. Butler,a Bon of Senator Butler, 
of South Carolina, was one of the first to present 
himself. He is a short freckle-faced boy with an 
independent air. He strutted into the Adjutant’s 
offiee in a careless manner, and when he came out 
winked knowingly at a bystander and passed down 
to the hospital with his hands carelessly jammed in 
his trousers pockets. He had “learned the ropes’’and 
knew the course he would have to go through. A 
weakling who appeared to behalf frightened out 
of his wits was accompanied by his watchful father, 
who came to see his son safely installed. Nota 
few of the boys had been stopping at Highland 
Falls and knew what to do, as they had posted 
themselves up. Others were confused and awk- 
ward. Most of them seemed to have come from 
the country districts, as snown by their dress and 
manners. They first reported to the Adjutant and 
gave their names, the names of their parents or 
guardians, their ages, and the States from which 
they were appointed. Then they were conducted 
to the hospital, where the medical examination 
took place, and from thence to the barracks. The 
examination of the candidates will probably be 
beld June 13. In the interim they will spend tneir 
time in study—a sort of preparatory course for the 
examination. Restrictions from the first, although 
not so severe as those to whieh the Cadets are sub- 
jected, willbe put upon them. They will eat in 
the mess ball, go to bed at taps, and sleep in the 
barracks until admitted or rejected. 

Those who pass will have a comparatively easy 
time of itfora month. They are given that much 
time in order to familiarize themselves with the 
rules of the Academy, and are not demerited ex- 
cept for glaring offenses. After leaving the hos- 
pital each applicant is compelled to turn over his 
money to the Treasurer. One young man threw 
2cents down on the Treasurer’s desk §with the 
air of a Croesus, and another turned over 
8 cents—**just the price of a postage stamp,” 
as he explained. Boys belonging to the drum 
corps, who are enlisted and do not rank as Cadets 
were detailed to act as orderlies, and condueted 
the candidates to the Adjutant’s office. Their 
Coats were burdened with braid crossed and re- 
crossed, and the arrivais took them for Cadets of 
high rank. The drummer boys insisted on the can- 
didates taking off their hats to them and saying 
“Sir.” It is an old trick for candidates to 
leave their cash with the orderlies and ob- 
tain it afterward, in order not to be de- 
prived of spending money, but 
of most of the young men to-day seemed to be 
empty. The Cadets demand that the * plebeians” 


or new-comers shall supplement their remarks to | 


trem with * Sir.’ The orderlies caution the can- 
didates not to doit, and in consequence, until the 
young men’s eyes are opened, they find them- 
selves introuble. The orderlies found much to 
criticise in the positions assumed by the appli- 
cants, who certainly made up an amus- 
ing awkward squad. They stood With their 
legs crossed and their hands behind them, in 
their pockets, and, in facet, everywhere except 
where they ought to be—by their sides. Among 
the candidates are William G. Elliott, of Texas, a 
son of Major George H. Elliott, of the Corps of En- 
gineers; John Gibbon, of Montana Territory, a son 
of Brevet Major-Gen. John Gibbon, prominent as 
an Indian fighter, and at present Colonel of the 
Seventh Infantry; Lewis C. Hunt, Jr., a son of Gen. 
Hunt, and Cecil Stewart, a son of Col. Charles 
Stewart, of the Corps of Engineers. The whole 
number of candidates who presented themselves 
to-day was 24. 

The Board of Visitors inspected the barracks oc- 
cupied by the Cadets and the ** bum” barracks 
where the enlisted men live to-day. The venti- 


lation of the former was considered defective. | 


Little holes from the rooms into the halis are the 
puly places for the passage of air. The cleanliness 
and perfect order of the quarters excited favorable 
comment. Every room looked alike. The bed- 
ding was rolled up the same way, the guns, chairs, 
andtables stood in the same place, the books 
were piled in the same order, and regularity 
was observed everywhere. A general air of neat- 
ness prevailed in the barracks of the enlisted men. 
The board will meet to-morrow morning to con- 
sider its recommendations to the War Department. 
In conversation to-day, some members of the board 
said they deemed anew buiiding necessary and 
they would recommend the erection of a hull, 
to be known us the Garfield Memorial Hall. 
The building is meeded for examinations, 
graduatiug exercises and other purposes, 
and it is propessd that it shall 
be used asa chapel, as the present edifice is too 
Bmali. Another thing that the board has discussed 
and will ask for is the furnishing of more baths. 
There are only 10 at present, and as many more 
can be placed on the opposite side of the wall 
where the 10 are now situated. The number 
in use is altogether too small, as shown 
after a long parade, when the Cadets con- 
sume a great deal of time waiting for 
their turn. The removal of the quarters of 
the officers’ families from the Cadets’ barracks will 
be asked. They occupy apartments in the octag- 
onal towers at the corners of the building. ‘ihe 
gyooms will be surrendered to the Cadets. Some 
members of the board, Gen. Treat said, were 
strongly opposed to competitive examinations 
previous to the application of the candidates for 
admission. It is deemed best that young men 
should presont themselves without having been first 
subjected to a preliminary questioning. Applicants 
who may be studious, but who do not make goud 
soldiers, it is said are given undue advantage. 
When the time comes for a Congressman to rec- 
ommend an appointment, he calls upon ali those 
who desire to try for a candidacy to appear for ex- 
amination. There, can be but one successful ap- 
plicant, and it is urged that while he may show his 
proficiency at his books he will be found deficient 
otherwise. The offieers of the Academy say that 
direct appointments prove the best, as young men 
are selected who possess general requisites. 

One reason avhy the Class of ’82 has been so quiet 
and orderly, it was said to-day, was the danger 
that hung over it. When the Cadets on Christmas 
leave came back two years ago they brought with 
them horns, fire-crackers, and other instruments 
caiculated to make noise, and New Year’s night 
was appointed for a celebration. The Cadets 
locked the outer doors of the barracks, fired 
off a caunon which they had placed on 
the tower, lighted their firecrackers, blew 
their horns and created a perfect pandemonium. 
The Cadets were called before the Superintendent, 
but refused to answer the questions put to them. 
Since that time a rule has been established that a 
refusal to answer questions is a disobedience of 
orders, Which means dismissal, and the Cadets 
have been careful not to jeopardize their chances. 

In former years the Cadets complained of their 
mess. When Major Spurgeon was appointed 
Quartermaster, a year ago, to succeed Major Du 
Barry, a change took J. Since that time the 
rations have compared favorably with the table of 
a first-class hotel. Previously the food was of in- 
ferior quality and ofttimes served in insufficient 

uantities. While the Cadets do not complain of 
the discipline, a few extracts from the bulletin in 
the guard-house, where the demerits are posted, 
will show what some of the offenses are. Among 
the transgressions for which the. Cadets are re- 
ported are: Taking more butter than required for 
use at dinner; overshoe not preperly cleaned at 
Sunday morning inspection of quarters; expiana- 
tion not signed: word in explanation misspelled; 
in the hall with no coat on; falling in with 
gloves partly on; gazing about in ranks 
during formation; laughing in ranks; floor not 
neatly swept. The Cadets will go into camp next 
week. The camp will be called Camp Garfield, 
and will not break up until the Jatter part of Au- 
gust. During that time the Cadets will live out- 
doors entirely. 

The arrangements for the ball to be given in 
honor of the graduating class Tuesday night are 
completed, and it promises to be an exceedingly 
brilliant affair. e officers of the Academy at 
first put their foot on ue peotect. They said it 
took the attention of the Cadets from their studies 
and the examinations too much, but at last they 
yielded to the appeals of the young men. The 
examinations were set down for an earlier date

TWO MURDERS BY A BOY. 


—__—~—— 
THE CRIME COMMITTED BY JOHN TIBBITS, 
A YOUTH OF SIXTEEN YEARS. 

St. Pavt, Minn., June 6.—A special from 
Madena to the Fioneer-Press gives the details of an 
extraordinary double murder by a boy 16 years 
old, whose mind has been poisoned by trashy 
novels. One of the murdered men was Edward 
Washington, a land surveyor who had been in the 
county only about two weeks. It is said he came 
from Bay City, Mich. His age was about 35 years. 
Nothing is known of his employers, but it is 
supposed that he was in the employ of some pine 
land operators. The other victim was a young 
man, 23 years of age, Leo Fehrenbach, a German, 
in the employ of Washington, recently from New- 
York City, and who had been living in Perham 
three or four months. His only relative in this 
country is a sister living in New-York City. They 
left Perham Thursday, May 25, stating that they 
were going to look after lands. They 


were supplied with a tent and camping 
outtit, maps, &c. Sunday. May 28, they 
stopped at the honse of John Dornbusch, a farmer 
living near Red River. They arrived there about 
10 o’elock, in company with John Tibbits, a boy 
about 16 years of age, whose parents reside in the 
neighborhood, and with whom the deceased men 
had stopped and left a part of their outtit the day 
before. Tibbits carried a double-barreled shot-gun, 
which he had borrowed that morning of a neigh- 
ber named Richardson, one barrel of which was 
loaded with buckshot and the other with fine 
shot. Tibbits started off in the timber, leaving 
them at Dornbusch’s house. They staid there to 
Ginger, leaving there at 1 o’clock, and stating that 
they were going to section 12, a pine timber land, 
carrying with them an axe, a Smith & Wesson re- 
volver, and each having a silver watch and chain. 

They did not return. Search was made for thew, 
and their bodies were found, one on Friday and 
one en Saturday morning, June 2 and 3, about 30 
rods apart. Washington was found with a gun- 
shot wound in the back of his bead, with his pock- 
ets rifled, his boots and hat gone, his maps and 
plates lving on the ground beside bim, together with 
a pocket compass. The body of Fehrenbach was 
found about 20 rods north of the body of Wash- 
ington. It was horribly butchered. The grouna 
about the body indicated that the man had madea 
hard fight with his assailant. His throat was cut 
and his skull broken by a savage blow from the 
axe. The bodies were brought to Perham Saturday, 
and County Attorney Corliss and Coroner Bedford 
were immediately summoned by telegraph from 
Fergus Falls. They arrived at Perham early this 
morning and have been holding an inquest over the 
bodies of the murdered men to-day. Young Tib- 
bits made his appearance in Perham on Mondays, 
the next day following the murder, with plenty of 
money, which was unusual for him. He purchased 
anew suitof clothes, had his picture taken, and 
exhibited a watch, chain, and revolver. He offered 
the watch to several persons, stating that he was 
going west to Montana and that he would 
like to sell them. He finally sold the watch and 
chain and took the train west, as it is supposed. 
The testimony before the Coroner’s jury disclosed 
the fact that the watcn, chain, and revolver that 


| were in his possession were the property of Wash- 


ington. He had in his possession about $5. The 
hat, rubbers, and stockings worn by Tibbits Sun- 
day were found near the bodies of the murdered 
men. Other strong circumstantial evidence points 
unmistakably tothe guilt of this youthful villain. 
A post-mortem examination was made 
by Dr. Newcomb, of Perham. Four buckshot 
were found in the brain, and an extensive fracture 
of the skuil of Washington. The body of Febren- 
bach was literally hacked to pieces; more than 20 


| cuts, ranging from the full breadth of the axe 


downward, were found. 
in, and even the ribs were cut through 
by the axe in the hands of this 
human fiend. The body of Washington was buried 
by order of the Coroner and that of Fehrembach by 
the Catholic church of Perham, of which he was a 
member. The Coroner's jury returned a verdict 
that the deceased men came to their deaths at the 
hands of John Tibbits. As soon as the bodies 
were founda Justice Rotkpletz telegraphed to all 
towns west on the Northern Pacific, and officers 
were immediately sent in pursuit of Tibbits, and 
it is confidently believed he cannot escape arrest 
and punishment. 


BISMARCK, Dakota, June 6.—John Tibbits, 
the young man who committed the double murder 
at Perham, Minn., has been arrested in this eity 
and taken back to the scene of the murder. He 
confessed, in part, by saying that he was not alone 
in the affair.

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EATING A FISH DINNER 


Se anEnEe aoueeeneneet 
THIRD BANQUET OF THE 10HTHY- 
OPHAGOUS CLUB. 

RARE DISHES LAID BEFORE THE GREAT FISH 
CONNOISSEURS ON THE TOP OF THE PAL- 
ISADES—-WHAT WAS EATEN AND WHO 
WERE DRUNK. 

That wonderful and voracious animal, the 
Ichthyophagous, dined last evening, and left noth- 
ing edible in the outlying precincts of New-Jersey. 
This was the third meal this noble animal has 
taken in the three brief years of its existence. The 
first was a good one, at Brighton Beach. 
The second was a better one, at Glen 
Island. And the third was the best one, at 
the Palisade Mountain House, near Englewood, N. 
J., on the edge of the Palisades. Many able fisher- 
men had been at work for weeks and weeks pro- 
curing the food. Mr. Blackford, the scientific fish- 
erman of Fulton Market, who caught the first 
whitebait ever taken in this country while fishing 
one evening off Pier No. 8 North River, 
about three years ago, has had a fleet 
of boats in Gowanus Bay for over a week 
fishing for horse-shoe crabs. After the first din- 
ner at Brighton Beach that hotel was in serious 
financial difficulties, and the whole of Coney Island 
was for along time under & cloud. After the Glen 


Island dinner, last year, the Hon. John H. Starin, 
notwithstanding his numerous solid bank accounts, 
was compelled to borrow money and to put one of 
his steam-boats ‘“‘up’’ at Simpson’s. This year 
the proprietors of the Palisade Mountain House 
undertook the serious task of feeding the ant- 
mal. How they feel this morning, after the hun- 
gry animal has gorged, isnot yet known. A very 
small steam-boat, with an unpronouncable and 
totally unrememberable name, earried the party 
to the foot of the Palisades yesterday afternoon, 
and three large stages and an express wagon car- 
ried them to the summit, where, in the hotel. 
the banquet was spread. It was no 
small-fry of a dinner, this year’s Ichthy- 
ophagous feast. The dining-room was decorated 
in true fisherman style. On the table to be oceu- 
pied by the officers of the club there was nothing 
to be seen but wine glasses, showing that the hotel 
people knew their men. Over all the tables, 
festooned from the six chandeliers, hung an im- 
mense fish-net. large enough to catch all the suck- 
ers in New-York, either in or out of the club. 
On one of the long tables was a fresh porpoise, 
nearly 10 feet long, lately caught by one of the 
scientific fishermen. A great bass, (as alleged,) 
weighing (as also alleged) something over a hun- 
dred pounds, ornamented the third table. Around 
ail the tables, stiff as pokers and ornamented with 
gorgeous tlowing white ties, were ranks of the 
great American fish scientifically known as 
coons. Mr. John Foord, President of the club, 
occupied the big arm-chair, and near him 
were F. B. Thurber, Judge Gedney, ex-Senator 
Strahan, Controller Semler, of Brooklyn, and other 
gentlemen distinguished in literature, science, and 
art. Among the hundred or more gentlemen who 
sat down to the tables were Mr. Henry Have- 
meyer, proprietor of the newly discovered island 
in the Great South Bay; William Van Valkenberg, 
Otto Witte, of Brooklyn bridge fame; Paul B. du

OPENING THE SESSION IN 8T. PAUL—PRO- 

TESTS AGAINST NEW-YORK DELEGATES. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., June 6.—The thirty-third 
annual session of the American Medical Associa- 
tion opened here to-day with an attendance of 
nearly 700 members. More delegates are constantly 
arriving. The Secretary read protests from a num- 
ber of societies against the admission of delegates 
from the State society of New-York.

A communication 
from the Woman’s Christian National Temperance 
Union was read by N. S. Davis, of Chicago, asking 
the co-operation of the association in the effort 
to have introduced in schools supported by the 
public moneys the study of anatomy. physiology, 
and hygiene, giving special attention to the results of 
the use of intoxicating drinks upon the numan sys- 
tem. The matter was referred to the section on 
the state of medicine. It was determined to 
send a cable dispatch to the President, Dr. 
J. J. Woodward, of the United States Army, 
who is now in Europe in ill-health, expressing re- 
gret at his unavoidable absence and a wish 
for his early restoration to health. In 
the afternoon the seven sections met in 
separate halls. Among the papers. read 
and diseussed were the following: ‘*The Use of 
Electricity,” by Dr. Carl Seiler, of Philadelphia;

MR. ROOKE’S DISAPPOLNTMENT.

THE FAILURE OF MR. SULLIVAN, OF BOS- 
TON, TO MEET HIM LAST NIGHT. 

Ever since Mr, John L. Sullivan, of Bos- 
ton, pounded Mr. Patrick Ryan, of Troy, intoa 
state of peacefulness in Louisiana, in February 
last, pugilists all over the country have issued 
challenges at a safe distance for Mr. Sullivan to 


meet them in a 24-foot ring. The Bostonian 
has on_ several occasions threatened to 
accommodate some of these gentlemen, 
but has not yet selected the man who shall be laid 
low. Many of these would-be champions of the 
world assembled last evening at the Alhambra 
Theatre, in West Twenty-seventh-street. and hob- 
nobbed with fashionably-attired club men, bar- 
tenders off duty, gamblers, clerks, and men 
whose occupation is known only to them- 
selves. The occasion was a grand testimonial 
benefit to George Rooke, the champion of America. 
It had been given out that Mr. Rooke was very 
anxious to meet Mr. Sullivan, and that the affair 
was intended more as an open defiance to the Bos- 
ton pugilist than an attempt to increase Mr. 
Rooke’s bank account. The programme of the 
evening consisted of singing, dancing, farces, 
and negro minstrelsy, and was interlarded 
with sparring matches between champions of;Amer- 
ica. Mr. Rooke, who acted as door-keeper, was 
questioned by every new comer concerning the 
probabilities of Mr. Sullivan’s appearance. Mr. 
Rooke smilingly declared his inability to answer 
such questions. It was rumored at intervals up to 
midnight that Mr. Sullivan had been seen by Capt. 
Williams in Sixth-avenue, and that the Bostonian 
would surely enterthe building and accept Mr. 
Rooke’s challenge to spar with him. After mid- 
night it was said that Mr, Sullivan had been de- 
tained in Springfield, but whether by the Police 
authorities or otherwise was not explained. 
At 1 o’clock this morning that _ part 
of the programme in which Mr. Rooke 
was to appear had not yet been reached, and Mr. 
Rooke confided to a T'1mes reporter that some time 
before daylight he would probably have a set-to 
with Mr. Denning, the champion amateur boxer. 
At the time referred to the theatre was crowded to 
its utmost capacity. Some one created terror 
among the groups of champions of Amer- 
ica in the lobbies by declaring that Mr. 
Sullivan was at the corner, and had at length de- 
eided to swoop down upon them and finish them 
allin one night. When this story was found to be 
untrue the champions breathed easier, and patron- 
ized the par more liberally than before.

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DR. GEORG RHEINHOLD PAULL 
Dr. Georg Rheinhold Pauli, the German 
historian, died yesterday. He was born in Berlin 
in 1823 and educated at the Berlin University, 
where he attended the lectures of Prof. von 
Ranke, and at the University of Bonn. In 1847 he 


went to prosecute his studies in the public libraries 
of Engiand and Scotland, and for three years 
acted as private secretary to the Chevalier Bun- 
sen, then Prussian Ambassador at the Court of St. 
James's. On his return to Germany in 1855 he was 
elected to a Fellowship in the University of Bonn. 
Two years later he was nominated Pro- 
fessor of History at Rostock, and in 1859 
he removed to _ Tiibingen, where he _  oc- 
cupied in suecession the chairs of political 
science and of history. He was forced to 
leave Wiirtemburg in consequence of certain 
opinions he had expressed in one of his works 
respecting the policy of that country. In Prussia, 
however, he met with a cordial reception. He was 
appointed Professor of History at Marburg, in 1867, 
and represented that university in the upper house 
of the North German Parliament. In 1869 he re- 
ceived a unanimous call to the Chair of History at 
Géttengen. Two English translations have been 
made of his * Life of Alfred the Great."” An English 
translation of his “ Pictures of Old England’ was 
published in 1861. His other works are a continua- 
tion of Lapenberg’s ‘History of England,” 
“ History of England Since the Treaties of 1814 
and 1815,’ “Simon de Montfort; or, the Origin 
of the Iouse of Commons,’’ 1867, and ** Essays on 
English History,” 1869. He was Ph. D. of Berlin, 
D. C. L. of Oxford, and in 1874 received the honor- 
ary degree of LL. D. trom the University of Edin- 
burgh. 


PROF. JAMES SPENCE. 

A telegram from London announces the 
death, yesterday, of James Spence, F. R. S. E., F. 
R. G. 8. E., Professor of Surgery in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, Surgeon to the Royal In- 


firmary. and late President of the Edin- 
burgh Royal College of Surgeons. Prof. Spence 
was born in 1812. He became a Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Surgeons at Edinburgh in 1832 
and a Fvilow in 1849. He was at different times 
Lecturer on Surgery at the Surgical Hall, 
on Clinical Surgery at the Edinburgh 
Royal infirmary, Surgeon to the Royal 
Dispensary and Lock Hospital, Consulting Surgeon 
to the Royal Hospital for Sick Children, and a 
member of the Harveian and other societies. 
He was appointed Professor of Surgery in the 
University of Edinburgh iu 1864, and in 1865 
Surgeon in Ordinary to the Queen in Scotland 
in place of the late Dr. David Maclagan. He con- 
tributed several papers on professional subjects to 
the Edinburgh Medical Journal, and published, in 
1871, ‘* Lectures on Surgery,” in two volumes.

JEFFERSON OR DICKINSON 


THE AUTHOR OF THE DECLARA- 
ZION ON TAKING UP ARMS. 

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION OF REVOLUTION- 
ARY HISTORY—THE CLAIMS OF THOMAS 
JEFFERSON WEIGHED AND FOUND WANT- 
ING—JOHN DICKINSON THE WRITER OF 
THE ENTIRE DECLARATION. 


George H. Moore, Superintendent of the 
Lenox Library in this City, read an important 
paper before the New-York Historical Society last 
evening on ‘‘ John Dickinson, the Author of the 
Declaration on Taking up Arms in 1775.” His- 
torical writers have given Thomas Jefferson the 
credit of being the author of at leasta portion 
of this great State paper, and that portion 
the paragraphs most frequently quoted and the 
best known among the masses. In his paper, last 
evening. Mr. Moore flatly contradicted the claim 
that Jefferson wrote any part ot the declaration on 
taking up arms, and exhibited the original draft of 
the document in proof of his assertion that John 
Dickinson was the sole and absolute author 
of the entire Declaration. Mr. Moore was intro- 
duced by President Depeyster to an audience 
much larger than usually attends the meetings of 
the Historical Society, and he was listened to with 
the closest attention. Before taking up the main 
subject of his paper, Mr. Moore rapidly sketched 
the career of John Dickinson who, he said, had no 
superior in his time asa writer and orator, and who 
was one of the most able, alert, and fer- 


vent of the enemies of Great Britain. In 
the division of parties after the adoption of the 
Articles of Confederation, Dickinson was a Demo- 
crat. On Oct. 17, 1774, he entered Congress. On 
the 2ist of the same month a committee brought 
into Congress a report ofan address to the King of 
England. The address was not satisfactory to 
Congress, the paper was recommitted, and Dick- 
inson was added to the committee. Dick- 
inson drew up another adaress and it was adopted 
by Congress. This was the famous first address to 
the King. Dickinson also wrote the address 
of Congress to the inhabitants of Quebec 
In the second Continental Congress he wrote the 
second address to the King, and the famous aa- 
dress setting forth the necessity of taking up 
arms. Dickinson spoke and voted against the 
Declaration of Independence in July, 1776, taking 
the ground that such a measure was premature at 
that time. The Declaration of Independence was 
not signed until Ang. 2, and then not by 
the old members, but by those who were 
returned to Congress inthe meantime. Dickinson 
was not re-elected, and this was the reason his 
signature was not attached to the Declaration. 
But, although he thought it premature, no man 
supported it more heartily than he, and 
when it was signed he was in the field 
with his regiment at Elizabethtown. Dickinson 
recovered his seat in Congress in 1779, and was the 
author of the ardent and patriotic address of Con- 
gress to the States. He was the principal author of 
the first articles of confederation, whose defects 
he frankly acknowledged, and he took an im- 
portant part in the convention which drew up the 
Constitution of the United States. His last public 
work was in the convention which framed the 
Constitution of Delaware. 

The question of the authorship of the Declara- 
tion on taking up arms, Mr. Moore said, was not a 
complicated one. There was but one’adverse claim- 
ant, and he only claimed a part of the paper, al- 
though that part was the best. “‘Iam ready to de- 
fend against all comers,” said Mr. Moore, slowly 
and deliberately. “‘that the absolute, sole writer 
of that noble Declaration was John Dickinson. 
The original draft of that document I now hold in 
my band,”’ and as he spoke Mr. Moore held up the 
time-worn document. Dickinson's own  con- 
temporaries, Mr. Moore continued, ascribed 
the authorship to him. Two volumes of 
Dickinson’s___ political writings were pub- 
lished with Dickinson’s consent, and _ the 
Declaration appeared among the contents. In the 
works of Chief-Justice Marshall, published in 1804, 
the Chief-Justice ascribed the authorship of the 
first address to the King to Lee. Dickinson wrote 
to Marshall calling his attention to the error, and 
deelaring that he would not have permitted it 
to appear in the volumes of his writings if it 
had not been his own work. In this letter 
Dickinson added that everything published 
in those volumes was entirely his own composi- 
tion. Marshall promptly corrected the mistake in 
his next volume. Here was Diekinson’s positive 
statement that the Declaration was composed by 
him. No other elaimant appeared forit or any 
yart of it during Dickinson's life, and he had been 
the grave nearly a quarter of a century before 
the first and only claimant was heard. 

In 1829 the memoirs of Thomas Jefferson were 
pubtished. Jefferson began writing on Jan. 6, 1821, 
when he was 77 yearsold. In his autobiography 
he said that he took his seat in Congress June 21, 
1775. A committee broucht ina report which was 
recommitted on the 26th. Jefferson prepared a 
draft of a declaration on taking up arms, but it 
was too strong for Dickinson, who was there- 
fore requested by the committee to put it 
in a shape to snit himself. He did so, Jefferson 
said. and prepared an entirely new paper. except 
the last four paragraphs and one-half of the pre- 
ceding paragraph. ‘rhis was reported to Congress 
and was approved. Mr. Moore then read portions 
of the answer of the Assembly of Virginia to Lord 
North’s proposition for a reconciliation. which 
was written by Jefferson, and declared it to be in- 
ferior in diction to the Declaration on taking 
up arms. Neither this answer nor the sstiil 
more important amplification of the answer which 
Jefferson wrote a month later stamped him as be- 
ing the author of the Declaration. Onthe contra- 
ry, a comparison of Jefferson’s writings before 
and after the date of the Declaration was con- 
vincing that the composition of the Veclaration 
was not his. Randall. continued Mr. Moore, 
enlarged on this theme and spoke of Jef- 
ferson as not having a_ particle of 
pride in his authorship of State papers, 
giving as an illustration the fact that while the 
Declaration on taking up arms owed most of its 
popularity to the last foar paragraphs, yet Jeffer- 
800 never gave a hint that he was the author of 
these paragraphs until he noted it in a memoir 
destined not to see the light until he was 
dead. Parton. it was hardly necessary to 
say, improved on all these comments. Mr. 
Moore pointed out in Jefferson's memoirs 
how the author, referring to the second 
address to the King, wrote in depreciation of Diek- 
inson’s work on that document, and then he read 
from the official record of the proceedings of Con- 
gress that on June 3 Dickinson and four others 
were appointed a committee to prepare the peti- 
tion. The committee reported on the 19th, and 
on July 5 the paper was ordered engrossed. On 
July 8 it was signed by the members. 
This document, said Mr. Moore, was drawr 
by ‘the same hand which drew up the Declaration 
on taking up arms, and was under consideration at 
the same time. Jefferson had written tn his me- 
moirs that when Congress adopted the address to 
the King out of regard for Dickinson, although dis- 
gusted with the humility displayed in the 
document, Dickinson said that the only 
word he objected to in the address was 
“ Congress.”” Llarrison replied that the only word 
in the address he favored was ‘* Congress.’’ No one 
could read that address and believe in Jefferson’s 
absurd story. If any one could discover why Jef- 
ferson wrote it he would perform a distinguished 
service to Jefferson’s reputation. Baneroft, Mr. 
Moore continued, had also been led into the 
error of accepting Jefferson's statement as to 
the authorship of the Declaration on taking 
up arms. Dickinson stated positively that he was 
the author of the entire paper. Jefferson con- 
firmed this, except as to the last four paragraphs 
and half the preceding one. The original draft 
proved bevond question that the author ot any part 
was the author of all. There was no room whatever 
for doubt. The suggestion of imitation or forgery of 
the handwriting was excluded. No person ever 
had anything to do with that draft but John Dick- 
inson. The interlineations, erasures, corrections, 
and revisions all through all the paragraphs in the 
original draft provea conclusively that no para- 
graphs were copied from any other draft. The 
proof that the document in Mr. Moore’s possession 
Was the original paper was nowhere more 
conspicuous than in the last four paragraphs. 
Through the kindness of the late Dr. Jonn Dickin- 
son Logan, of Baltimore, a grandson of John Dick- 
inson, Mr. Moore said, he had been able to com- 
pare the original draft of the Declaration with the 
original drafts of the addresses to the King, 
and other papers in Dickinson’s handwrit- 
ing, and the comparison showed beyond dis- 
pute that in all the documents the methods of 
composition were the same, the work was the 
same, the writing was the same. Mr. Moore, in 
conclusion, paid a glowing tribute to Dickinson 
and the early fathers of the country. The usual 
vote of thanks was given him by the society, and 
then the members crowded around him and exam- 
ined with interest the original draft of the famous 
Declaration.

TRAVELING AGENTS IN VIRGINIA, 
Norroik, Va., June 6.—A case to test the 
validity and constitutionality of the Virginia law 
governing sample merchants was brought before 
the United States District Court in Vacation to- 
day. A combination of Baltimore merchants, 


through a collecting firm of that city ana its coun- 
sel, sent a traveling agent to sell goods here with- 
out a lawful license. Hay T. Thornton, the agent, 
was arrested to-day while selling goods, and put in 
jail in default of $600 bail.

before Judges Bond and Hughes, in the United

counsel have been employed, and great interest is 
taken in the case by mereantile circles. Virginia, 
North Carolina, and Texas are the only States 
which impose this tax.

THE IRON WORKERS FEELING ENCOURAGED 


—LITTLE 8UCCESS IN REOPENING AT 
CLEVELAND. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 6.—The strikers 
were jubilant to-day over the receipt of intelll- 
gence at the head-quarters of the Amalzamat- 
ed Association that the Akron Mill, at 
Akron, Ohio, and the Canal Dover Iron- 
works, in Tuscarawas County, Ohio, had 
signed the scale. The former never ceased opera- 
tions, but the latter shut down when the strike 
was begun. The strikers eonsider this a good 
omen, and claim to have by far the best of the 
fight thus far. At the Iron Association rooms 
very little significance is attached to the 
reports regarding these mills. The Secretary stated 
that it might be possible that the establish- 
ment at Canal Dover had succumbed, as 
it had been idle for a number of years 
until recently, when it was again started 
by anew firm. The present owners had never be- 
longed to the Iron Assoeiation; neither have they 
attended any of the meetings. The Akron works 
had 15 puddiling furnaces ana the Dover Works 10. 

A tour of the mills in this district shows that 
there is much going on in the way of repairs, but 
a determination on the part of the manufac- 
turers not to sign the scale. At Lloyd & 
Black’s mill,one of the most prosperous in the 
country, extensive repairs are being made. At 
Everson, Macrum & Co.'s works, slow progress 
is being made in the work of repair- 
ing, but the  establisnment can be put 
in operation on short notice. Moorehead & 


Co. have about completed repairs. A member 
of the firm, to whom it was suggested 
that perhaps it might pay to sign the scale, 
said: “We will not sign; we cannot 
advance wages nor will we compromise.” The 
Keystone Mill is also ready to start up on_short 
notice. The managers at the Elba iron Works 
deny that they are about to sign, but are 
= to relight their fires on 12 hours’ notice. 
he American Iron Works is operating now 
its machine shop, including the department 
for the manufacture of cold rolled shafting, the 
nut and bolt and chain shops and a few ethers, em- 
ploying in all about 500 men. The remainder of its 
men, to the number of about 2,500, including coal- 
miners, are idle. Anintelligent workman calculated 
that the stock on hand would keep the machine 
shop in operation for from six to eight weeks. 
“The mill was kept working on stock night 
and day ever since the agitation began, but I 
don’t believe it will last longer than August, at 
the outside.”? At the Pittsburg Tube Works it 
was stated that there was about 60 days’ 
stock on hand, and if this strike does 
not end before August,”’ said the informant, ‘* we 
will be obliged to goto Philadelphia for it. We 
consume 100 tons of plate per day. I do 
not think the strike will last long. I 
believe that more than one (firm at 
least would sign very soon if somebody else 
made a break. They don’t want to take 

responsibility of starting it, though.” 
Upon the authority of a_ clerk at the 
Superior Iron Mills. of Kloman & Co., it is report- 
ed to-night that 100 non-union men had been em- 
ployed and would be put to work to-morrow. 
— this be done it is feared there will be 
trouble. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 6.—Less than one- 
half as many men went to work in the rolling 
mills this morning as were there yesterday. 
The strikers had done a great deal of work 
during Monday night, and when persuasions did 
not avail money was in many cases used. 
The strikers made no _ disturbance during 
the day, but stood about and _  hooted 
when the small array of laborers came 
out of the mills to-night. The ;leaders in the 
Amalgamated Association say that to-day 
has been a complete victory for them, 
and has given them a better nold 
on the strike than they have theretofore 
had. A number of citizens of the Eighteenth 
Ward, where the works are situated, called on the 
Mayor to-day, and asked him to take steps 
to quell any disturbance that may arise. 
One of the men employed in the rolling 
mills, being afraid to return to his home un- 
guarded, was escorted there by two _ police- 
men. The sight attracted a crowd, which 
followed the trio, hurling jeers and insults upon 
them. A disturbance was feared, but did not oc- 
cur. Mayor Herrick this evening issued a procla- 
metion warning the strikers against riotous pro- 
ceedings. 


CxicaGco, June 6.—The brick-makers have 
accepted the offer of compromise made by the em- 
ployers and resume work this morning at wages 
ranging from $2 624% to $3 12%. The workmen 
agree not to strike again this year and to work 
with non-union men. They alsoconsent to do plat- 
ing without extra pay. The advance is 1244 cents, 
or just half what the strikers demanded. 

Eugene Reardon, who has been under arrest for 
several days on suspicion of complicity in the 
strikers’ riot at Brighton, in which Judge Pillsbury 
was wounded, has been identified by one of 
the injured colored laborers as a participant. 
Reardon is out on bail. Another man, named 
Murray, has also been identified. Half a dozen of 
suspected participants were arraigned in the Jus- 
tice Court this afternoon. The cases were con- 
tinued by the prosecution pending the search for 
evidence. 
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LEAVING MANY DEBTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—It was developed 
to-day that $84,000 of debts were outstanding 
against James B. Winupenny, the Manayunk man- 
ufacturer who committed suicide yesterday. The 
discovery causes a stir in cotton circles here. 
Nearly all of the debts are owing to Philadelphia

The foundations of the new 
building were covered with heavy planking, form- 
ing a platform strong enough to bear the great 
throng which was expected, and over this an awn- 
ing was stretched to protect those participating 
4n the exercises from the rays of thesun. Flags of 
pll nations swung to the breeze from every side of 
the iron framework which is already erected for 
the first story of the new building, and the flag of 
the Produce Exchange floated from the tall pillar 
near the centre of the platform. The cornerstone 
swung ready to be placed in position at the north- 
west end of the structure. It-is of polished Quincy 
granite, triangular in form, and was said to weigh 
seven and one-half tons. On each of the sides fac- 
ing Broadway and Beaver-street a bronze medal- 
lion, in fac simile of the new seal of the Produce 
Exchange, is set in the stone, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, “‘ New-York Produce Exchange. XZquity.”’ 

The procession began to form-at the.old Produce 

Exchange Building at 12:30 P. M., and promptly at 
| o'clock it started for the newsite. It was headed 
py a platoon of Police, under command of Capt. 
Daffrey. Then eame the Seventh Regiment Band, 
Jollowed by Charles D. Sabin, Chief Marshal, and 
his aides. President Parker, with the Hon. Alger- 


non S. Sullivan, orator of the day, the ex-Presi- 
fents of the Exchange, the Board of Managers, 
and the invited guests came next, and these were 
followed by the members of the Produce Exchange 
pnd delegations from the Cotton and Maritime Ex- 
changes and the Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion to the estimated number of 2,500. The line 
of march was through Pearl-street to Broad, up 
Broad to Beaver, thence around Bowling Green 
Park to the entrance to the platform on the Broad- 
way side of the new site. When the last man had 
passed to the platform it was so crowded that it 
would have been impossible to make room for a 
dozen more men within reach of the voice of .the 

peaker. Among those admitted to the places of 

onor near the corner-stone were Forrest H. Par- 
ker, President of the Produce Exehange; L. F. Hol- 
‘man, President-elect, and J. H. Herrick, his op- 
ponent in the election of Monday; Franklin Ed- 
f0n, Chairman of the Building Committee; John H. 
Poale, L. J. N. Stark, and Isaac H. Reed, ex-Presi- 
dents of the Exchange; George W. Lane, Presi- 
‘dent of the Chamber of "Commerce; M. B. Field- 
png President-elect of the Cotton Exchange; the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall, of Brooklyn; William L. 
Cole, A. E. Orr, H. M. Requa, and E. R. Livermore. 

The exercises began with the overture to Rossi- 
is “William Teli,” by the Seventh Regiment 
and, after which Franklin Edsen, Chairman of 
he Building Committee, presented the site to 
resident Parker for the purpose of laying the cor- 
per-stone. In doing this Mr. Edson expressed the 
hope that the edifice to be erected would be not 
pniy a fitting home for the vast and growing inter- 
ests represented in the Produce Exchange, but in 
architectural design and historical location an ap- 
ropriate monument to mark the birthplace, of 
rade upon this island, a temple of commerce 
wortby of this commercial Metropolis. Mr. 
Parker on behalf of the Exchange, ac- 
cepted temporarily from the committee the 
building in its unfinished condition, and ex- 
sressed the gratification of the members in the 
snowledge that the foundation had been prepared 
with great care, was solid, and in proper condition 
for the laying of the corner-stone, he Rey. Dr. 
Edward B. Coe, of the Collegiate Dutch Church, 
then made a brief prayer, after which ‘ America” 
‘was sung by the Produce Exchange Glee Club, ac- 
ecmpanied by the band. President Parker then 
stepped forward to make his address. He was 
greeted by three rousing cheers and a tiger, 
which he acknowledged with a-bow. Mr. 
Parker’s address occupied about 15 min- 
utes, and was devoted principally to 
a history of the Produce Exchange, from its estab- 
lishment in the old Corn Exchange, in 1860, to the 
present day, and a description of the new building 
which is now to be erected ata cost of $3,000,000. 
The Exchange, he said, oriczinally contemplated the 
expenditure of only $1,050,000, but the Building 
Committee, after the purchase of this plot, became 
convinced that the best interests of the Exchange re- 
guired a more liberal expenditure, and that a tuild- 
ing should be erected worthy of the Exchange and 
of the City. The structure, when completed accord- 
ing to the revised plan, will be 300 feet long, 150 feet 
deep, and 110 feet high, perfectly fire-proof, and an 
ornament to the Metropolis, and an indication 
of the prosperity of the members of the New-York 
Produce Exchange. After referring with some 
pride to the principles upon which the Exchange is 
governed, and the vast amount of business which 
fs transacted in its halls, Mr, Parker concluded his 
address as follows: “Gentlemen, you occupy a 
commanding position. Those who live in New- 
York have been granted a valuable birthright. 
You have but to devote your energies to business 
to enjoy the prosperity which, I pray God, you may 
deserve and receive.” 

The ceremony of laying the corner-stone was then 
erformed, the band playing Cappa’s “Seventh 
Gevinent March” while the work was being done. 
A large copper box was deposited in a cavity be- 
neath the s:one, vontaining a large number of 
articles, prominent among them beinga full set of 
‘Morse telegraphic instruments, copies of all the 
Jeading City morning papers of yesterday, and of 
Harper's Weekly and Frank Leslie’s lilusirated A ews- 
aper, a lithograph of the old Produce Exchange 
Building. a fullset of Produce Exchange Reports, 
Inine volumes,) the last annual report of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Cotton Exchange, and Maritime 
Exchange, a file of the Produce Exchange daily and 
weekly reports from Jan. 1 to June 6, 1882, 
and samples of standard grades of No, 
@ red wheat, Nos. 1 and 2 Spring, No. 2 
corn, with standard grades of flour and barley, all 
the samples being hermetically sealed in glass jars. 
President Parker laid the first mortar with a silver 
trowel presented to him by the Building Commit- 
tee, and President-elect Holman and ex-Presidents 
Poole, Stark, and Reed each took his turn in doing 
the mason-work. The windlass was manned by 
members of the Exchange, who for 15 minutes, 
robably, worked harder than they ever dia before 
n swinging the great stone into position. They 
‘were cheered by the music of the band and the 
shouts of their comrades, and finally, after raising 
and lowering it five times, the massive stone was 
declared to be plumb, and the conclusion of the 
grand ceremony was announced by three deafen- 
ing cheers from 2,500 pair of lungs. The cheers 
were taken up by the crowd in the streets, and for 
a short time the din was terrific. 

As soon as silence could be restored, President 
Parker read a letter from the Hon. William M. 
Evarts, who was to have been the orator of the 
day, announcing his inability on account of illness 
to fulfill his engagement, and introduced the Hon. 
Algernon 8. Sullivan, who had agreed at the last 
moment to take his place. Mr. Sullivan’s address 
was very short, occupying scarcely five min- 
utes in its delivery. he true orator of the 
occasion, he said, was the granite corner- 
stone just laid, solid and_ level, and 
typifying the sentiment that underlies all true 
commercial transactions. The Produce Exchange, 
ps became business men of a Christian country, 
had called on the man of God to _partici- 

ate in the ceremonies and to lead their 
earts to Him without whose aid no_ business 
an prosper. This, the speaker thought,was a 
healthy sign in this age of unbelief. He congratu- 
lated the Exchange upon the determination to 
erect a structure whieh was to mark an epoch in 
the architectural history of the Metropolis, and 
warned the members that the merchant of New- 
York is never engaged fitly in his business unless 
he seesto it that handin hand with his business 
goes a determination to aid in _ providing 
all that is beautifying and refining for 
this matchless queen City of the American 
continent, which is soon to be the queen City of 
the world. Mr. Sullivan’s short oration was re- 
veived with cheers, and was followed by addresses 
of a ininute’s length by A. E. Orr, Secretary of the 
Building Committee of the Produce Exchange; 
George W. Lane, President of the Chamber of 
Commeree; L. F. Holman, President-elect of the 
Produce Exchange; J. R. Herrick, the opponent of 
the latter in the late election, and the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Hail, of Brooklyn, all of whom con- 
gratulated the Exchange upon the new birthday 
svhich the laying of the corner-stone commem- 
‘orates. President Parker then recommittea the 
Fite tothe Building Committee for the completion 
of the structure, Dr. Hall pronounced the benedic- 
tion, and the services closed with the doxology, 
sung by the Produce Exchange Glee Club. During 
the ceremonies a congratulatory dispatch was re- 
teived from the Chieago Board of Trade. 

While the ceremonies attending the laying of the 
rorner-stene were in progress the first sale on the 
new Exchange was made by 8. Freeman & Co., 
who disposed of 125 barrels of extra Minnesota 
four to A. & M. Ibert, of Williamsburg, at $8 50

MR. HUTCHINSON EXPELLED. 


THE GOVERNORS OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE 
FIND HIM GUILTY. 


William J. Hutchinson was yesterday ex- 
pelled from membership in the New-York Stock 
Exchange by a vote of more than two-thirds of the 
Exchange Governors. The charges against Mr. 
Hutchinson were pending along time, and atten- 
tion has been heretofore called to them in Trr 
Times. Mr. Hutchinson’s firmn—Kennedy, Hutchin- 
son & Co.—represented John Duff, Jr., in last year’s 
famous Hannibal and St. Joseph deal, wherein Mr. 
Duff had interests probably much greater than any 
other operator. And aside from the contract to 
engineer this enormous transaction, the firm was 
intrusted with the balance of Mr. Duff's business, 
he being one of the heaviest operators in the Street. 


The Hannibal and St. Joseph “corner” sent prices 
booming upward ata furious rate, and Mr. Duff, 
not unreasonably, expressed pleasant anticipations 
of almost boundless profits. But Mr. Duff was dis- 
appointed, and stories far from flattering to the 
firm of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co. were whispered 
through Wail-street. Mr. Duff was represented 
as asserting that he had been defrauded. It was 
not until March last, however, that public 
charges were made. Then the original firm of 
Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co. had been dis- 
solved and another of the same name 
was in its place. The original firm, that 
through which Mr. Duff had made his great deal 
in Hannibal and St. Joseph, was composed of Wil- 
liam J. Hutchinson and George H. Kennedy. Its 
existence ended by dissolution on Jan. 1 ot this 
year. The new firm then formed to succeed it, 
and still in business, consists of Elihu C. Mitchell, 
George H. Brouwer, and George W. McGown,a 
hundred-thousand-dollar specia! partnership being 
taken by Mr. Hutchinson. Mr. Kennedy wholly 
severed his connection with the Street. In the 
rumors which circulated so freely as to frauds 
practiced upon John R. Duff no reflection was 
ever made upon Mr. Kennedy. The en- 
tire responsibility was thrown upon Mr. 
Hutchinson, and upon him only was _ there 
reflection when the public charges of criminal 
conduct were made. Mr. Hutchinson had always 
ranked high in financial circles. He was prom- 
inent in what are known as the best social circles 
of the City, and occupied a conspicuous position 
ina fashionable up-town church. Naturally, the 
accusations against him were met by his hosts of 
friends with indignant denials. Not long previous 
to the formulation of the charges against him a 
broker on the floors of the Stock Exchange had 
hotly characterized him as a thief, an epithet 
which was promptly answered by a blow from one 
of his friends. 

Briefly stated.the charges against Mr. Hutchinson 
were that he had transferred to his own account 
profits belonging to his customer Duff, changing 
the firm books in order to cover his fraudulent 

ractices. Mr. Duff’s losses were placed at over 

1,500,000, and it was freely alleged that Mr. Hutch- 
inson had sought a compromise vi 4 paying over to 
Mr. Duff the sum of $750,000 in cash and negotiable 
securities. It has been stated that the alleged 
frauds in the Duff case were first discovered by Mr. 
Hutchinson’s partners in the reorganized firm, 
Messrs. Mitchell, Brouwer, and McGown. On the 
evening of March 2, it is said, they met with Mr. 
Duff, and formulated charges against Mr. Hutcnin- 
son, having the counsel of a well-known lawyer. 
On the morning of March 3, Mr. Hutchinson, it is 
said, was acquainted by his partners of the action 
they had taken on the preceding evening. and it is 
stated that they threatened his arrest. The com- 
promise with Mr. Duff by the payment of $750,000 
was said to have been made by Mr. Hutchinson 
forthwith. Mr. Hutchinson has since made his 
head-quarters in the Street with another firm in 
which he has a special partnership. 

The publication of the charges against Mr. 
Hutchinson excited much discussion in Wall-street. 
It was at the aecused man’s invitation that the 
Stock Exchange ordered an investigation. Messrs. 
William Lummis, S. V. White, Joseph 8. Stout, H. E. 
Alexander. and Francis L. Eames were appointed 
a committee of Governors to inquire fully in- 
to the charges. They spent much time in 
their investigation, examining at length Mr. Duff, 
Mr. Hutchinson, Mr. Hutchinson’s partners, and 
others, and taking possession of the account books 
said to be altered. The result was that the com- 
mittee a few weeks ago preferred charges against 
both Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. Kennedy. Several 
sessions of the Governing Committee have been 
held to consider the matter. On Monday the Gov- 
ernors sat from 3 o'clock P, M. until dark, adjourn- 
ing to yesterday, when a session was hela from 
early in the afternoon until nearly 9 o’clock at 
night. Both Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. Kennedy ap- 
peared before the Governors and defended them- 
selves, each man separately. 

At yesterday’s meeting the Governors present 
were: President F. N. Lawrence, ex-President 
Donald Mackay, Brayton Ives, Chairman of the 
Law Committee; H. W. Perkins, H. E. Alexander, 
E. T. Bogert, Francis L. Eames, Joseph 8. Stout, E. 
A. Drake, Laurens Joseph, 8S. V. White. William 
Lummis, A. M. Cahoone, C. K. Randall, H. H. Hol- 
lister, Willlam McClure, A. F. R. Martin, W. 
A. Bowron, Salem T. Russell, G. L. Haight. 
E. Brandon, Simeon J. Drake, Jd. 8. 
Decker, J. D. Probst, H. S. Wilson, Henry 
Meigs, <A, Wolff, Jr., R. Keppler, James D., 
Smith, N. W. T. Hatch, and Nelson Robinson. 
They haa determined to decide the case before 
adjourning. It was ordered that the roll should be 
called, and the Governors present were required to 
vote as to whether the accused members of the 
Exchange should be expelled. Secretary B. O. 
White called the roll, and more than two-thirds 
voted for the expulsion of Mr, Hutchinson, but in 
Mr. Kennedy’s case the verdict was otherwise. Mr, 
Kennedy was not even censured. Mr. Duff is pre- 
paring to bringa civil suit against Mr. Hutchinson 
for the recovery of a large sum.

THE EAST RIVER BRIDGE 


——~ 
PROTESTING AGAINST FURTHER 
EXPENDITURES THEREON. 

THE COUNCIL OF REFORM DESIRE GOV. COR- 
NELL TO VETO THE RECENT APPROPRI- 
ATION — THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
CHARGED WITH MISMANAGEMENT. 


Among the bills passed by the last Legisla- 
ture which now await the Governor's signature 
is one appropriating $1,250,000 for the purpose of 
completing the bridge between this City and 
Brooklyn, ‘which has been the subject of much ad- 
verse eriticism. In its phraseology this bid as- 
sumes that the sum asked for will suffice to pay for 
constructing railway tracks, and the necessary 
platforms, ticket offices. waiting-rooms, also for 
the purchase of the rolling stock and the necessary 
machinery and apparatus; for the fitting up of 
warehouses under the arches of the approach on 
the New-York City side, and for the purchase of 
additional terminal advantages in this City. 

_ Before the Senate Committee on Cities the Com- 
mittee on Legislation of the New-York City Coun- 
cil of Reform appeared on May 24 and presented 
amendments to the bill which provided (1) that 30 
days after the passage of the bill the terms of office 
of the present Trustees should cease and a uew 
board be appointed in their place by the Mayors 
of New-York and Brooklyn; (2) that the retiring 
board should turn over to their successors {n office 
plans and estimates on whieh they based their ap- 
plication for this additional grant, and these esti- 
mates should govern the new board in their ex- 


penditures, which should in no case exceed the 
amount asked for—$1,250,000—and (3) that from this 
total amount should be dedncted, before any part 
of it is made available for use, the sum of the esti- 
mates of the cost of the proposed additional terminal 
facilities in this City, and the amount required to 
fix up warehouses under the arches. The suggested 
new Board of ‘Trustees was also to be prohibited 
from purchasing any more land in this City, or 
from fitting up warehouses under the arches. In 
urging the adoption of these amendments the 
Council's representatives indulged in a free and 
rigorous criticism of the loose methods that have 
prevailed in the management of the affairs of the 
bridge since the inception of the enterprise. Up 
to the present time members of the Council state 
in their argument, which has been submitted to 
to Gov. Cornell, eight different estimates have 
been made as to the actual cost of the bridge, and 
each one of these has been based upon the items 
given by the original engineer, J. A. Roebling, 
whose estimate of the cost of the completed struc- 
ture was $7,000,000, This was for a structure the 
height of which was to be 200 feet above low water 
mark. The bridge now is but 135 feet above the 
water, the road-bed being lowered 65 feet without 
the consent of Congress. The long course of mis- 
calculations or misrepresentations, they say, is re- 
sponsible for the enormous increase in cost above 
the original estimate. Col. W. A. Roebling, who 
succeeded his father as engineer in chief, made his 
first estimate, after lowering the roadway, at 
$9,500,000,and in subsequent estimates increased the 
amount necessary to the completion of the pro- 
jected work to $13,045,065 67, and then on exactly 
the same theme raised the estimate $100,000. Since 
that time the Trustees have received appropria- 
tions of $8,000,000 and $2,500,000, and now they ask 
for $1,750,000 more, giving the same _ value- 
less assurance that this amount will cer- 
tainly enable them to complete the structure. 
That ‘there can be no excuse for this raid on 
the Treasuries of the two cities the council 
holds, because ‘there is not a principal item in the 
structure of this bridge whose cost could not have 
been as correctly fixed at the commencement of 
the work on the prices then current as it can be now 
on what remains to be done.”’ The cost of labor 
and meterials at the time the original estimate was 
made were from 25 to 40 per cent. greater than 
they are at the present time. Three members of 
the Board of ‘l'rustees have been the virtual man- 
agers of the enterprise through all its stages, and 
upon them rests the responsibility for the miscalcu- 
lations that have cost the cities so great an amount 
of money. The Conncil assert that there appears 
to be among the Trustees a well-defined policy to 
withhold from the public the real purposes, char- 
acter, and progress of the undertaking. By this 
means, it is charged, the cities have been induced 
to the expenditure of large sums of money on the 
structure “after it has become, by general convic- 
tion, a manifest and disastrous mistake at least.” 

Their objections to allowing the present Board 
of Trustees to expend any more money is summed 
up as follows: ‘After two-thirds more time and 
four-fifths more money have been spent by the 
same set of men in the building of this bridge than 
they originally estimated, and with the bridge yet 
far from completion, the time has come when the 
public should know the whole and the worst of 
this business. * * * Something more is re- 
quired tnan the unsupportea estimates of the men 
who have so long misled the Legislature and these 
communities in regard to these facts.”” They ob- 
ject to the signing of the bill because the sum 
asked for will not, in the hands of the present 
Trustees, cover more than one-third the expense 
necessary to the completion of the bridge In 
closing their argument against allowing the pres- 
ont Trustees to handle any more money, the Coun- 
cil say: 

“ After 15 years and $15,000,000 have been spent on 
this uncompleted bridge, with no more light than 
there ever has been as to when it is to be finished, 
what it is to cost, how itis to be used, or whether it 
will be permitted to be used at all, a change of man- 
agement is obviously demanded. This is not based on 
any imputation that the money appropriated to this 
bridge has been fraudulently used, (alihough it will 
prose be impossible to show where $15,000,000 has 

een economically laid out upon it,) but on the demon- 

strated inavility of these managing Trustees to com- 
prehend the real nature of this work and bring it to 
completion.” 

To the appropriation of any money for use in 
constructing warehouses in the arches of the ap- 
es ach on the New-York side the Council objects, 

yecause such work is speculative in its character, 

not one of the legitimate purposes for which cities 
are chartered, nor authorized by the charter nor 
the consent of Congress. In this connection they 
say: 

“The actual managers of this bridge have not suf- 
ficientiy the confidence of the community to justify 
itin intrusting them with any more moncy or duties 
than is absoluteiy required to test the question 
whether this costly structure can be put to any proat- 
able use.”’ 

If sueh a use of the arches as proposed is prac- 
ticable and remunerative, they hold the proner 
course to be to lease them to parties who will 
make the necessary improvements, subject to the 
regulations of the bridge authorities or the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners of the City of New-York. 
The purchase ot any more land to facili'ate access 
to the New-York approach they hold to be a use- 
less piece of extravagance. In the first place, no 
new necessity has arisen since the plans of the 
bridge were perfected, or since the two millions 
five hundred thousand dollars appropriation of 1880 
was made in part for this especial purpose. Second, 
they hold that the means of approach needed 
will be very limited, as the bridge cannot 
be used as a@ connecting link between the Long 
Island system of railroads and those systems hav- 
ing terminal facilities here, because the engineer 
has declared that the bridge has not sustaining 
power sufficient to permit the passage of cars over 
it. The use of the motor of an enaless chain as a 
means of steam transit is held to be an impractica- 
ble plan, because the greatest number of people 
that can be transported across the bridge in an 
hour is but 2.000, a rate of transit that would not be 
profitable. Then, too, they argue that tor both 
trucking and the use of pedestrians the bridge will 
be but little used, as it will be both easier and a 
saving of time to use the ferry-boats, as is 
done at present. In concluding this portion 
of the argument against tbe further expendi- 
ture of money for facilities of approach they say: 
**We presume that it will be found, if a trial is 
ever made of this bridge, that ample approaches 
have already been made for ali who will desire to 
take and leave this bridge. Atany rate no public 
or private interest will be prejudiced by leaving 
this question to be settled by actual trial.” Asthe 
land it is proposed to take for the imaginury neces- 
sary additional approaches is to be taken from the 
City Hall Park, a vigorous protest against allowing 
afurther cutting down of the only breathing spot 
for the people in the vicinity is made. 

The greatest objection to the expenditure of 
further sums of money seems to be the possibility 
that even now, when so many millions have been 
expended, the Supreme Court of the United States, 
before whom legal questions are now pending, may 
condemn the structure and order it to be removed. 
The bridge has been built lower than the minimum 
limit set by Congress as the condition precedent to 
its permission to bulld the structure. Serious ob- 
structions to commerce are already complained of, 
and that they exist was proved by the legisiation 
of 1879. The grave danger to the structure is, how- 
ever, in the main issue of the litigation, ‘ wnether 
Congress has ever authorized the building of the 
bridge,”’ a question which has been made more 
than ever questionable by the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court in regard to the 
test of sugars, which involved some of the same 
principles. 
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A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS FOR RAMSCAR. 

A writ of habeas corpus was issued by Judge 
Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
in the case of William H. Ramscar, the Seeretary 


and Superintendent of the Unsectarian Home for 


Old Gentlemen and Asylum and Sanitarium for 
Children. This institution has become known as 
similar jn character to the Shepherd’s Fold, which 
used to be maintained by the * Rev.’’ Mr. Cowley 
for his own ot at the expense of the lives of 
infants taken there.

A DRILL ON GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 


THE SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT OCCUPYING 
THE PARADE GROUND. 


For the first time since the war a regiment 
of the National Guard yesterday visited Governor’s 
Island. Since tu. State Arsenal in Seventh-avenue 
was condemned the Seventy-first Regiment has 
had no place in which to drill, its armory being 


too small for the purpose. Asa journey to Pros- 
pect Park consumes nearly haif a day, Col. Vose 
obtained permission from Gen. Hancock to use the 
parade ground on Governor’s Island for a prelimi- 
pary drill, and also for the annual inspection on 
the 22d inst. The regiment, numbering about 800 
men and officers, left its armory at 1:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and marched to the foot of 
West Thirty-fourth-street, where it embarked on 
the barge John Neilson, of Starin’s line. Gov- 
ernor’s Island was reached at 2:30 o'clock. 
As the head of the column _ reached 
the guard-house, the Sergeant turned out 
the guard, and the regulars’ presented 
arms as the regiment passed by. No time was lost 
in ceremony. After a provost guard had been ap- 
pointed under command of Capt. John F. Cowan 
as Officer of the Day, the several companies began 
drilling in company movements on the parade 
ground, while Col. Vose, Lieut.-Col. Palmer, Major 
Landon, and Acting Quartermaster Hoffman pald 
their respects to Gen. Hancock. The General and 
his staff were in fatigue uniform. There were 
also present among the Army officers on the grounds 
Gen. Richard Arnola, Gen. G. Sawtelle. Major Asa 
Bird Gardner,Capt. J. H. Wharton,Gen. W. G. Mitch 
ell, Capt. H. F. Brewerton, Fifth Artillery; Capt. J. 
A. Fessenden, Col. W. B. Beck, Col. F. L. Guenther, 
Col. H. G. Litchfield, Gen. H. F. Clarke, Capt. 
Thomas Ward, Capt. G. S. L. Ward, Lieut. S. M. 
Mills, and Lieut. A. L. Morton. Among the officers 
of the National Guard were Major C. L. Fincke 
and Capt. Cowing, of the Twenty-third Regiment, 
Brooklyn; ex-Col. S. O. Ryder, Ninth Regiment; 
Capt. Smith, of the Second Regiment Connecticut 
National Guard. and many veteran officers of the 
Seventy-first Regiment. A drill in battalion move- 
ments followed the company manceuvres. Line 
was formed with eight commands of twelve files 
front. The movements were fairly executed. The 
regiment was dismissed at 5:30 o’clock to enable 
the men to visit the fortifications. Although the 
island is so near this City, many of the officers, as 
well as the men, had never before visited the spot. 
During the drills the band performed a programme 
of music in the ornamental pagoda, opposite Gen. 
Hancock’s residence, and the ladies residing on the 
island promenaded the walks or occupied the 
benches in the adjacent grove. Dress parade was 
executed at 6 o’clock, and an hour later the regi- 
a apeaeaee to the City, reaching its armory at 9 
o’clock. 


IN AID OF RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


OPENING OF THE FESTIVAL IN THE TWEN- 
TY-THIRD WARD PARK. 


The three days’ festival and féte champétre 
in aid of the Russian refugees opened yesterday in 
Twenty-third Ward Park, One Hundred and Forty- 
seventh-street, near Third-avenue. The grounds 
were tricked out with fancy-colored booths; the 
trees were many ard wide-branching, and on the 
turf were scattered whitewashed boulders, which 
gave the prodigious suggestion that some enormous 
hen had laid irregular-shaped eggs all over the 
grounds. At 3 P.M. Max Maretzek flipped his ba- 


ton once and wiggled it twice, and set 
an excellent orchestra in full harmonious 
swing. There were already about 300 per- 
sons present, mostlv Israelites. As Meyerbeer’s 
march from ‘‘Le Prophete”’ poured from dulcet reed 
and string, however, the magic strain seemed to 
call new numbers, for before Max had signaled the 
final flourish the platform was crowded, and the 
population of the grounds had doubled. A brief 
address of welcome by Mr. E. B. Hart, Chairman 
of the Festival Committee, opened the exercise of 
the day. He stated briefly the object of the meet- 
ing—to provide for the necessities of the Russian 
refugee. As one of a people that tolerated no op- 
pression, he welcomed them. Here they would 
find no ruffian torture, bigotry, or persecution. 
Here could they exercise their talents and reap 
their just reward. The meeting, he said, was not 
gathered in censure of Russsja, but simply in pro- 
tection of brothers in faith. 

Mr. Algernon S. Sullivan was presented and en- 
thusiastically received. Following him came Clark 
Bell and the Rev. H. J. Jacobs. 

To the addresses succeeded an excellent concert 
of instrumental and vocal music—the latter ren- 
dered by Miss Ida Schneler and Miss Rebecca De 
Leeuw.

MOSES SENTENCED, 
PE: 
EXECUTIVE CHAIR TO THE CELL 
OF A CONVICT. 

Shortly after opening of Part II. of the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday, District at- 
torney McKeon appeared in court and hisassistant, 
Col. Fellows, called out, ‘* Put Franklin J. Moses to 
the bar.”” From the prisoners’ box came a thin, 


worn-looking man, with gray hair and beard, and 
bearing evident signs of disease in his face and walk. 
It was the ex-Governor of South Carolina. There 
were three indictments against him for obtaining 
money under false pretenses. On Feb. 16 he calied 
on Dr. Nathan Bozeman, of No. 296 Fifth-avenue, 
and represented himself as Dr. F. L. Stiner, a son 
of H. H. Stiner, and brother of Roland Stiner, of 
Augusta, Ga. He said that he was on his* way to 
Chicago and was short of money to pay his hotel 
bill. Believing his representations, Dr. Bozeman 
gave him a check for $32 on the Second 
National Bank. He afterward found out 
that he had been swindled. On Feb. 10 last 
he defrauded Edgar W. Crowell out of $150 by rep- 
resenting himself as Anthony White, a merchant, 
of Greenville, S.C. On June 14, 1881, he tried to 
swindle William L. Hall, of No. 4 East Tenth-street, 
out of $25, by giving him certain information rela- 
tive to Plin White’s wife, against whom Mr. Hall 
had a suit pending. The counsel for the unfortu- 
nate prisoner held a brief consultation with Judge 
Gildersleeve and the District Attorney. The ex- 
Governor, dressed ina threadbare coat buttoned 
close up under his chin, stood at the bar the very 
picture of misery, and the spectators looked at him 
with compassion. He kept his eyes fixed on the 
floor, and seemed to realize keenly his posi- 
tion. The District Attorney consented to ac- 
cept a plea of guilty on one of the indictments, and 
the ex-Governor pleaded guilty to the charge of 
swindling Dr. Bozeman. His counsel, addressing 
the court, said: “It is almost unnecessary for me 
to say a word about this poor creature or to allude 
to the high position which he once held or the 
causes that have brought him to such a position. 
Ho throws himself on the mercy of the court.” 
**Six months in the Penitentiary,”’ remarked Judge 
Gildersleeve quietly. The former Governor of 
South Carolina bowed, but said nothing, and he 
was conveyed to the Tombs by a court officer, pre- 
paratory to his removal to Blackwell's Island.

SOME OF THE BILLS NOW BEFORE GOV. COR-

Mayor Low was at his office, in the Brook- 
lyn City Hall, yesterday, baving returned the even- 
ing before from Albany, where he had been sum- 
moned by the Governor to confer in reference to 
the Brooklyn bills now awaiting signature.

DID HE DIE FROM POISON?

STABBED BY AN INSANE EMIGRANT.
